Vanishes Like Dinmore's 
Soap Bubble, 


the Los Angeles Manufacturer's 
Wile Brings Suit. 


Asks a Divorce on the Ground 
of Cruelty. 


Says it is Unsafe for Her to Live 
With Him—Is the Daughter of a 
Petaluma Capitalist—No Specific 
Acts Alleged. 


(BY DMEcT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A story of interest 
to Los Angeles came up in the courts 
here today, when Mrs. Nancy L. Din- 
more began suit for divorce from her 
husband, Walter R. Dinmore, the well- 
known soap-maker, on the ground of 
extreme cruelty. The wife asks for 
the custody of the children. 

Mrs. Dinmore is the oldest daughter 
of W. A. Lewis, the Petaluma capi- 
talist. Dinmore is known to fame as 
the inventor of the washing soap which 
bore his name. With the financial aid 
of Charles S. Wieland, Dinmore, a few 
years ago, made Dinmore’s soap the 
best-known soap in the Pacific Coast 
market. The soap finally swallowed up 
Wieland’s fortune, and within a brief 
time was relegated to obscurity. Miss 
Lewis formed the acquaintance of 
Dinmore, who was a young man of at- 
tractive appearance, while on a visit 
to the East. He prospered in his suit, 
and the announcement of the engage- 
ment followed in short order. 

The marriage of the couple was 
celebrated February 10, 1891, and was 
the most notable event of the kind ever 
held in Petaluma. Following the mar- 
riage, the Dinmores located in San 
Francisco. While the soap business 
boomed, Dinmore prospered, and the 
counle occupied a handsome home>and 
entertdined lavishly. After the failure 
of Wieland and the explosion of the 


‘soap bubble, Dinmore had recourse to 


other business ventures. He seemed 
still to prosper, and husbahd and wife 
continued to enjoy a life of luxury. 

The trouble in the Dinmore family 
commenced some two years ago. Mrs. 
Dinmore made frequent trips to Peta- 
luma with her children, often remaining 
for months at the home of her parents. 
Dinmore finally removed to Los An- 
geles, where his wife joined him, but 
remained only a short time. She re- 
turned to Petaluma, where she has 
since remained at the home of her 
parents. It soon became a matter of 
general knowledge that husband and 
wife had separated, and now comes the 
divorce suit, which marks the end of 
the story. 

Mrs. Dinmore, in her complaint, does 
not allege specific acts of cruelty. She 
simply states that her husband had 


| abused her at different times, so that 


she does not feel it is safe for her to 
live longer with him. 


LIKE A VOLCANO, 


BIG FIRE IN NEW YORK CITY LAST 
NIGHT. 


Starts in a Bicycle Store in the 
Nassau Chambers Building —The 
Fiercest Downtown Blaze in 
Years—Sparks Showered in All 
Directions—Heavy Loss, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.|] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—Levi P. Mor- 
ton’s seven-story office building which 
fronts on Nassau and Ann atreets, 
known as the Nassau Chamber build- 
ing, was destroyed by fire tonight. The 
firemen had a hard battle, and for 
three hours there was every prospect 
of a great conflagration. Every fire 
company in the city from Fifty-ninth 
street to the battery was called out. 

The Derby Desk Company occupied 
both the Nassau and the Ann-street 
stores, and the basement of the build- 
ing, where the fire originated, was oc- 
cupied by the Herald Cycle Company. 

From the Nassau Chamber the fire 
spread to the four-story building ad- 
joining, and the clothing store of Ma- 
duro Bros., on the grownd floor, was 
quickly in flames. The loss here will 
be practically complete. 

Several firemen were badly cnt by 
flying glass and debris, but none ‘were 
seriously injured. 

The Murray stationery store occupied 
a small frontage adjoining the Derby 
Desk ‘Company on Nassau street, and 
the concern has very little if any- 
thing left. The upper part of the Nas- 
sau Chamber was occupied by lawyers 
as offices, and a number of manu- 
facturing concerns also had offices 
there. All of them suffered severely 
from the fire. The Bennett building, 
at the southwest corner of Nassau and 
Ann streets. caught fire several times, 
but was extinruished. 

The loss is estimated at half a mil- 
lion, the larger share of which will be 
borne by the Morton interests, ‘al- 
though it is stated that they are well 
insured. The Derby Desk Company 
and the Maduro Bros. are mentioned 
as the next heaviest losers. 

A SPECTACULAR SCENE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—From a spec- 
tacular standpaint, last night's fire in 
the Nasriau Chambers was remarkable. 
While the flames burned most fiercely, 
cascades of sparks fell for blocks 
around. The shower was so thick in 
City Hall Park, two blocks away from 


the burning building, that spectators 
there were driven to shelter. Sparks 
were carried as far west as the river. 
In Boadway, at one time, the falling 
sparks and dense smoke formed a fiery 
veil that cloeed the street. 

The crowds jammed every one of the 
streets in the neighborhood of the fire, 
and the showers of sparks were more 
effective in keeping paths clear for the 
firemen and the. constantly arriving 
trucks and engines than scores of po- 
licemen. On all sides of the burning 
structure towcred the sky-scrapers in 
Nassau and adjoining streets, and the 
cornices of these structures frequently 
were fired by the great storm of sparks 
that filled the air. 

The blaze started in a bicycle store in 
the basement of the Nassau Chambers 
building, and the entire structure was 
destroyed. Internal revenue stamps 
worth $100,000 were burned. 

The Nassau Chambers was an  L- 
shaped store and office building, with 
frontages at Nos. 114 and 116 Nassau 
street, and No. 75 Ann street. The 
building was supposedly a fireproof 
structure, 

Three hours after it had started, the 
fire was under control, but at one time 
it looked as if the destruction might 
reach far up into the miilions. Alarm 
after alarm was sent in as the fire 
gained headway. Buildings in all di- 
rections were at times burning on 
cornices and roofs, where sparks and 
chunks of flame had fallen. It was 
by far the fiercest downtown fire of 


recent years. There were aliogether in. 


action thirty-five engines, ten trucks, 
three waterspouts and five insurance 
patrols, with nineteen battalion chiefs. 
With all the great army of firemen 
fighting the flames at closc range, it 
was singular that there was no serious 
accident. Twenty minutes after the 
firemen got to work, the fire in the 
mean time having been confined to the 
Nassau-street wing, a sudden back 
draught set the Ann-street wing in 
flames. All of the windows fronting 
on Ann street were blown out with a 
noise like the explosion of a boiler, 
and the crowd in the streets fied pre- 
cipitately. Flames burst through the 
roof of the building half an hour after 
the fire started, and a minute later 
the structure was a volcano, sending 
great showers of sparks far away 
throughout the downtown section. 

Brands through an airshaft set fire 
to the building at Nos. 110 and 112 
Nassau street and No. 43 Ann street, 
the ground floor of which was occupied 
by Moduro Bros., dealers in men’s 
furnishing goods. The fire in this 
building was quickly extinguished, but 
the building at No. 118 Nassau, five 
stories high, was badly damaged. 

Away skyward, under the eaves of 
the building from ten to twenty stories 
in height on Broadway, Barclay, Nas- 
sau and neighboring streets, incipient 
blazes could be seen growing amid the 
display of sparks. The Syndicate 
building, in course of erection, had 
nothing more inflammable about it 
than a, scaffolding. This made a merry 
blaze for about ten minutes, and then 
disappeared. At one time no less than 
fourteen buildings were burning, and 
had there been a wind -the damage 
must have been enormous. As it was, 
the stnaller fires were quickly extin- 

The seven Afpper s.offes of the Van- 
derbilt building; which is a fourteen- 
story structtre, were badly damaged. 
Owing to the height of this structure, 
the firemen had great difficulty in ex- 
tinguishing the blaze. 

While this great fire was engrossing 
attention, another alarm was sounded 
from One Hundred and  “Fifty-fifth 
street and Eighth avenue, where 
Sauer’s Casino had taken fire. Sauer’s 
building was made of light material, 
and was destroyed. The loss was

DANGER IN THE SMOULDERING 
RUINS OF PITTSBURGH’S FIRE. 


Large Quantity of Anhydride That . 


Threatens an Explosion—Search- 
ing Parties Still Hunting for 
Victims of the Disaster, 


[ASSOCIATED DAY REPORT.] 

PITTSBURGH (Pa,) Feb. 11.—The¢ 
work of searching for bodies in the 
ruins of Wednesday night’s awful fire 
was continued through last night by 
two hundred men, but no more bodies 
were found. The débris is still piled 
ten feet high, however, and as more 
than a score of people are still miss- 
ing the work will be continued without 
cessation until it shall be positively 
known that no more dead are buried 
beneath the débvris. 

That more people were killed, Chief 
Humphreys of the fire department says 
there can be no doubt. He saw the 
walls go down in the midst of a mass 
of humanity huddled together in a 
small space, and while he did not 
care to estimate the number killed, he 
says it will be largely in excess of any 
estimate yet made. 

The search for the bodies is attended 
with great danger, not only from weak- 
ened walls, but from 125 tanks of an- 
hydride known to be still in the 
smouldering ruins. Anhydride is am- 
monia in its most powerful state, and 
its ignition would result in an explo- 
sion that would cause incalculable dis- 
aster. The firemen are keeping a num- 
ber of streams constantly playing on 
this part of the building. It is thought 
that precautionary measures will avert 
further disaster. 

Mrs. McFadden and her family of 
eight chlidren, who were believed to 
have been buried under the walls, are 
safe. They were found living a short 
distance from the scene of the disas- 
ter, having moved from Mulberry Alley 
only a few days before. Michael 
O’Hern of Oil City and James Bever- 
ley of Grafton, who were among the 
missing, also have turned up. 

As a result of the catastrophe a 
movement to prevent the storage in 
quantities of bonded Hquor or ammo- 
nia within the corporate limits of the 
city has been commenced. 

Most of the victims wil be buried 
tomorrow. The Coroner's inquest wil! 
begin Monday. 

The record of the fire at this time is: 
Known dead, 11: missing, 16; injured, 
18; property loss, $1,600,000; insurance, 
about $1,000,000.

EL PASO (Tex..) Feb. 11.—{[Exchu- 
sive Dispatch.] The remains of Baron 
Harden-Hickey, who committed sui- 
cide here at the Pierson House 
Wednesday, will be conveyed to San 
Francisco on tomorrow's Southern Pa- 
cific train. This disposition of the bodz 
will be made in accordance with dirce- 
tions received by telegraph from the 
Baroness at Riverside, who ordered 
that the remains be sent to Mrs. E. 
C. Hickey, St. Nicholas Hotel, San 
Francisco, and that the dead man’s ef- 
fects be forwarded to herself at River- 
side. It is understood here that Mrs. 
E. C. Hickey is the Baron's mother. 

A dispatch was also received from 
Pana, Ill., from J. H. father- 
in-law of the deceased, who is en 
route to St. Louis, asking what dispo- 
sition had been made of the remains. 
The effects of the late Baron were 
sent to the Baronness at Riverside to- 
day. 

BARONESS NOT BOWED DOWN. 


Her Grief Over the Baron’s Suicide 
is Very Mild. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

RIVERSIDE, Feb. 11.—Exclusive 
Dispaitch.] Baroness Harden-Hickey, 
who has suddenly made her re- 
entry into public prominence by reason 
of the suicide of the Baron, is at pres- 
ent resident of Riverside. A short 
time ago the Baroness’ leased the 
Jarecki place on Brockton avenue, one 
of the handsomest residences in Riv- 
erside, and moved in a few days ago. 
So recent was the removal that the 
ground floor is ai present sparsely fur- 
nished. 

The Baroness is a woman of charm- 
ing personality. and is not wholly 
bowed down with grief, though the 
news of his death was a sudden and 
severe shock. 

The facts go to show that the Baron 
deserted the Baroness about’ three 
vears ago. This was when they were 
living on Pico Heights, Los Angeles, 
and shortly after a big ranch had been 
purchased at Corona. The money for 
the ranch is supposed to have been 
furnished by Mr. Flagler, father of 
the Baroness, who always objected ta 
the Baron on general principles. The 
Baron went to Mexico, and took every- 
thing in sight in the way of portab‘e 
property. The Baroness soon after- 
ward removed to the Corona ranch, 


where she has since lived. Tired of 
the monotony of ranch life, and at 
the request of intimate friends, she 


recently leased the Jarecki place, and 
moved in less than a week ago. 
Contrary to a current rumor, the 
Baron and the Baroness Were never 
divorced, nor were divorce proceed- 
ings instituted.

THE DE LOME AFFAIR, 


BELIEVED IN WASHINGTON TO 
BE PRACTICALLY CLOSED. 


Whe Minister’s Resignaiion Accepted 
at Madrid With No Effort at 
Eixculpation. 


NWO SUCCESSOR YET APPOINTED.

BECRETARY OF THE LEGATION AT 
PRESENT IN CHARGE,

The Indiscreet Minister Preparing 
to Leave Early Next Week—Con- 
feases Pleasure at His Free- 
dom from Official Cares. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The  per- 
sonal incident growing out of the pub- 
lication of Sefior de Lome’s le‘ter to 
Sefior Canalejas may be regarded as 
settled. This has been brought about 
by the short cablegram sent by Min- 
ister Woodford from Madrid, in which 
he states that the Ministec had re- 
signed and this resignation had heen 
accepted before he (Mr. Woodford) 
presented the request of the United 
States that he be recalled. 

The officials here feel an interest in 
learning the details of,happenings in 
Madrid yesterday and are waiting for 
Mr. Woodford’s promised full report. 
But unless this should contain some 
statement that is not expected, there 
is no disposition on the part of the gov 
ernment to protract the closing of this 
unpleasant incident, and it is not ex- 
pected that anything in the nature of a 
demand or apology would be made. If 
a graceful disclaimer shall come, that 
will be taken in the spirit in which it 
is made, otherwise the matter will be 
dropped and the relations between the 
State Department and the Spanish le- 
gation will run smoothly once more, 
through the medium of Sefior Dubosie, 
the first secretary and now Charge 
a’Affaires. 

It can be said for the President that 
he shows little personal concern in the 
matter as it stands, and is not disposed 
to pursue Mr. de Lome in any personal 
spirit, and with this spirit in the head 
of the American nation the end of the 
affair may be said to have been reached. 

A PRIVATE PERSON NOW. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The fol- 
lowing statement was given out for 
publication at the State Department 
this morning: 

“Gen. Woodford telegraphed that the 
Minister's resignation had been ac- 
cepted before: he presented the tele- 
gram from the department. He added 
that the first secretary will be placed 
in charge of the Legation, and a new 
Minister will be appointed at once. 
Full reports to follow.” 

It is believed here that the affair is 
practically closed. All sorts of rumors 
were in circulation last night, including 
one that a special Cabinet meeting was 
held at midnight. It can be -stated 
positively that no Cabinet meeting, for- 
mal or informal, was held last night. 

The formal notification to this gov- 
ernment by Spain that Sefior de Lome 
has ceased to represent it as Minister 
will be made to the State 4Department 
by Sefior Juan Dubosie, first secretary 
of .the Legation, who will act as 
charge d’affaires until the arrival of 
Sefior de Lome’s successor. The noti- 
fication will be purely formal, @nd will 
state that Sefior de Lome’s resignation 
as Minister has been accepted, and 
that the government will be repre- 
sented for the present by Sefior Du- 
bosie, the first secretary of the lega- 
tion. 

The retiring Minister is actively en- 
gaged in preparing his personal effects 
for shipment and in leave-taking of his 
friends and diplomatic associates in 
Washington. Some of his chattels were 
sent to New York today. It is the 
present purpose of Sefior de Lome to 
leave this country early next week. He 
probably will sail by one of the French 
liners to Havre, and thenee will pro- 
ceed direct to Madrid. His connec- 
tion officially with this government has 
entirely ceased, and he is henceforth

The Queen Regent approved the Cabi- 
net’s action. 

First Secretary Dubosie will remain 
in chargé of Spain’s legation at Wash- 
ington until a successor to De Lome 
shall be appointed.

THEIR FREIGHT IS CACHED. 


REPORT BY CAPT. RAY TO THE 
WAR DEPARTMENT. 


ite Considers the Situation Critical, 
but Does not Expect Great 
Loss of Life—Need for 
the Law. 


fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The War 
Department today made public advices 


received from Capt. F. H. Ray of 
the Kighth Infantry, who was sent to 
Alaska to report on conditions in the 


mining country. 

The reports embrace a period run- 
nine from October 3 to November 3, 
and are dated from Circle City and 


Fort Yukon. They show a very Ssec- 
rious state of affairs, that trouble is 
threatened at various places, and 
that there is serious danger to the 


failure of the-transportation companies 
to get sufficient supplies. In a report 
dated Circle City, e@October 3, Capt. 
Ray recommends that should the gov- 
ernment desire to establish a post on 
the Upper Yukon, that the mouth of 
Mission or American Creek be chosen 
as the site, with a subpost, if neces- 
sary, at Circle City. The best inter- 
ests of the service, he says, require 
permanent garrisons to be located well 
away from mining towns, so that the 
troops, if required to act, will not be 
Liased by local influences. He says: 

“While food is scare in Dawson City, 
the miners in the outlying camps are 
fairly well-supplied. The eating-houses 
are all closed save one. While 1 con- 
sider the situation critical, I do not 
belleve there will be any great loss of 
life, beyond that incident to a climate 
so rigorous as this. That there will 
be much’ suffering along the river and 
the trail owing to the rashness and 
ignorance of people unaccustomed to 
this climate, no well-informed person 
here will deny; but there is nothing 
that should cause undue anxiety or 
alarm among people in the States who 
have friends in this country.” 

Some trouble was engendered be- 
cause the master of the Weare would 
not proceed to Fort Yukon with fifty 
people belonging in Dawson, who had 
come down as a volunteer crew at 
the request of Manager Healy to 
handle her for the round trip. so that 
they could obtain winter supplies. The 
men appealed to Capt. Ray, who says: 
“IT took them before the agent of 
the company, who, after hearing their 
case, admitted that the company was 
responsible; that he would furnish them 
shelter and food until such time as 
the river should become passable, and 
they could reach For: Yukon. The 
whole matter has been much ag- 
gravated by the drunkenness and in- 
efficiency of the master mariner of the 
Weare. 

“Great injury will result to the com- 


way, if some radical stens are not 
taken %0 protect all persons from such 
interference with their legitimate busi- 
ness. At the same time, there should 
be some power to force common car- 
riers to transport goods for any per- 
son offering. At the present time 
neither of the transportation companies 
will transport a pound of freight for 
other traders or private parties, 
forcing all people coming into the Ter- 
ritory to be wholly dependent upon 
their stores for their supplies at their 
prices. 

“A large majority of the people now : 
here are peaceable and law-abiding, 
but in the absence of any person in 
authority to appeal to for the settle- 
ment of the many differences that are 
constantly arising, they are compelled 
to act outside of the law, and when in- 
fluenced by passion, prejudice or liquor, 
will commit acts that jeopardize great 


financial interests, and from which 
there is no appeal. While here I am 
constantly being appealed to to act 


where I bave no authority. I can only 
act as an arbitrator or mediator in the 
cause of peace. The appeal continues 
to come to me to know if ever the gov- 
ernment is going to send in officials 
to enforce the law. Miners complain 
that they cannot perfect any title to 
their mines, owing.to the absence of 
any land office. 

“The departments are sending out 
commissions to commissioners, receiv- 
ers and registers, who cannot qualify 
for obvious reasons; the principal one 
is that there is not an official qualified 
to administer an oath within a thou- 
sand mites of this place. A commis- 
sioner is powerless, as he has no power 
to enforce his Cecisions. 

“TI am surprised that matters are not 
worse.. We are facing a fact, not a 


in the history of our government that 
it has been called upon to govern an 
outlying province where the issues are 
vital and important, both national and 
financial. For if the transportation 
companies cannot be given protection 
along this river, they will be driven 
from the field, and a route opened 
through British North America to sup- 


j ply our own people in our own coun- 


try.’ 

Capt. Ray, under date of Circle City, 
October 7, says that the transportation 
companies utterly fail to keep promises 
made to passengers; that 846 people 
landed at St. Michaels destined for Cir- 
cle City, and about forty-two reached 
their destination, the balance being 
stranded between Circle City and St. 


Michaels, or having returned to the 
States. 
“There has been,” the adds, “less 


than 2000 tons of freight, all told, deliv- 
ered above Fort Yukon, and there is 
now lying at that point 500 tons of pro- 
visions and liquor, cached by steamers 
that could not get over the flats. This 
failure on .the part of the transporta- 
j tion companies to put into the mining 
districts a sufficient supply of food has 
not only given.a serious check to the 
mining interests and caused great suf- 
fering, but has destroyed all confi-

mercial interests along this great high-- 


theory, as I believe it is the first time, 


which the government is to be re- 
sponsible for, and will submit the total 
amounts when the work is finished. 
Both agents-have verbally asked me 
to take charge of the caches, which I 
have refused to do for cogent reasons. 
I shall not force an issue, but shall 
defend the caches from violence and 
pillage, as they contain the only pro- 
visions this side of Dawson upon which 
many hundreds of people are dependent 
for existence for the next seven months. 

“Should it come to fixing the amount 
each shall receive, I may then be com- 
pelled to take charge, as I find there 
are many lawless and turbulent char- 
acters here. I have gone over the stock 
and manifests of both companies, and 
find that both have exaggerated the 
amount on hand here. ~The people ar- 
riving here all agree in Stating that 
the managers of both companies urged 
people .to come here, stating as an in- 
ducement that there were over one 
thousand tons of provisions at this 
place, when, in fact, there is less than 
300 tone. and that badly assorted for 
issue. With a ration of three pounds 
per day, there can be fed at this place 
900 people until the Ist of June, without 
tea or coffee. I ftiay be placed in a 
position when I may be compelled to 
take possession of the caches to save 
them from pillage and to insure an 
equitable distribution. 

I went wp to Fort Yukon with Mr. 
Richardson, and soon after reaching 
there was waited upon by a commit- 
teo from the miners’ meeting, who 
Stated their demands. There were 
seventy-five of them and _ they de- 
manded they be furnished on credit ‘an 
outfit of provisions and clothing for 
nine months.’ This Mr. Davis, , the 
agent, declined to do. 1 explained to 
them that I would give orders on the 
stores to feed the destitute, but a@s the 
companies offered work at good wages 
the able-bodied should accept it, and 
those having money would be allowed 
to purchase a reasonable outfit of pro- 
visions for the balance of the year. I 
came away without getting any def- 
inite answer out of them, leaving 
Lieut. Richardson at the cache for 
the night. 

I received a note from him saying 
he believed they intended to attack 
the cache at 10 a.m. the next day. I 
at once issued notices taking posses- 
sion of the cache, and. had them posted 
that night on the door cof the store- 
house, and in all the camps, and early 
next morning started from here with 
twenty-five volunteers. I could not 
arm them sufficiently, being able to 
raiso only five rifles and a few pistols, 
so I determined it wise not to take 
anything but pistols, concealed. 

“Soon after starting word came to 
me that they had passed a resolution 
to arrest me, should I attempt to go 
to the cache. When I arrived within 
one and a half miles of the cache, I 
was met by one man (Noblett) who 
stated the miners wished to have me 
come to their camp to talk over the 
situation, which I declined to do. He 
then came out in his true colors, and 
said they had determined to prevent 
my going forward by force, and at a 
signal from him twenty-two men 
armed with rifles came out of the 
timber and covered the party. 

“T stated my terms to feed the des- 
titue, and.as long as the companies 
would take wood they were to go to 
work at the rate of $5 per cord, and 
if they could not get work they would 
be fed, if possible, until the river 
opened; that bona fide miners could 
obtain outfits provided they went into 
the field. In a few moments he (No- 
blett) returned and said they accepted 
the terms, and I went on to the cache, 
where I found between thirty and 
forty men who said they had nothing. 
and I caused all to be fed. I have 
hoisted the flag over the buildings and 
placed a guard. 

“This is not @ case of worthy desti- 
tute miners, it is premeditated rob- 
bery, and had they been able to get 
possession of, either Lieut, Richardson 
or myself, the caché would have been 
lost. A number of Yery desperate and: 
lawless charatters have been forced 
out of Dawson, N. T. 

“IT believe my experience confirms 
my opinion formed on my journey 
here, that some radical steps are nec- 
essary to give protection to life and 
property next summer, with the open- 
ing of navigation. I am still of the 
opinion that it should be a military 
government with power to hunt to the 
death the lawless element.” | 
Under date of November 2, Capt. 
Ray recommends that the government 
take steps to effectually check immi- 
gration to this region of all people 
who do not come prepared with suffi- 
cient provisions to last them for two 
years. The next day he submits a 
recommendation for a patrol steamer 
to check the operations of the law- 
less. ; 
Accompanying the revort is ‘a letter 
to the Adjutant-General from Presi- 
dent Weare and Manager Healy of 
the North American Trading and 
Transportation Company, strongly ap- 
pealing for the protection of the strong 
arm of the military, and a letter to 
Capt. Healy from Capt. Ray, advising 
the company that it must take steps 
to check the exodus down the river as 
far as possible; that provisions are 
short, amounting to less than three 
hundred tons, and urging the company 
to use its influence to secure legisla- 
tion for the protection of the country 
by the military . 

Further, Mr. Wells says:

My observation on 
the lower Kuskokim does not induce 
the belief that it flows out from a rcold- 
bearing region, but it is possible, never- 
theless, as its sluggish waters would 
hardly carry color very far down 
stream.”

He brought out samples of ore 
from the bottom of the shaft and left 
them at Juneau to be assayed. Today 
Mr. O’Brien received a letter from John 
Olds, proprietor of the Occidental Hotel 
at Juneau, which stated that the re- 
port of the assayers at the Treadwell 
mine gave the value of the ore as $5800 
in gold and ninety ounces in silver. 
The ledge from which this remarkably 
rich ore was taken is three feet wide, 
and gives every indication of being a 
true lead. 


MORE GOOD SRIKES.

PORTLAND (Or.,) Feb. 11.—J. L. 
Schroeder of San Francisco, who left 
Dawson City December 20, arrived on 
the steamer Oregon today.

THE KILLING BEGINS, 


REVOLUTION QUICKLY FOLLOWS 
THE DEATH OF BARRIOS. 


Gen. Marroquain, a Supportcr of Gen, 
Morales, Tries to Capture the 
Government, 


WAS KILLED IN THE ATTACK. 


FIVE OTHERS WERE SHOT DOWN 
WITH HIM.

The Artillery in Pursuit of the 
Revolutionists—Populace De- 
mands Gen, Mendizabel 
for President, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—A spe- 
cial from San José de Guatemala of 
February 10 says that civil strife and 
bloodshed have followed the killing 
of Barrios. Before the body of the 
late ruler had found sepuicher, the 
factions were flying each at the other's 
throats, and as a result Gen. Marro- 
quin, the chief supporter of Prospero 
Morales, one of the aspirants to the 
Presidency, is dead, and his fvrces ire 
seeking safety in flight. 

Gen. Marroquin last night at- 
tempted to seize the reins of govern- 
ment in behalf of Morales. He tnade 
an aitack in force on the nalace bar- 
racks. The assault was vigorously re- 
sisted, and in the fig“:iting Gen. Marro- 
quin and five others were killed. See- 
ing that their efforts would not prove 
successful, the attacking forces, -con- 
sisting of 2000 men, headed by Gen. 
Majera and Col. Arrevalo, Ned from the 
city. 

Today Gen. Toledo, who has bfen 
appointed Minister of War by Manuel 
Estrada Cabrera, the President pro 
tem. of the republic, ordered the artil- 
lery in pursuit of the fleeing revolu- 
tionists. 

The populace and soldiers are now 
demanding that Gen. Mendizabal be 
proclaimed President. The situation is 
becoming more complicated, and the 
crisis is acute. 


THE MURDERER OF BARRIOS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1 
NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—Details of 
the assassination of President Barrios 
of Guatemala, from the Herald’s cor- 
respondent in Guatemala City, state 
that President Barrios was shot and 
killed at 8 o’clock Tuesday night. The 
shooting took place near the palace 
while the President was walking, ac- 
companied by four guards. The as- 
sassin met the party and stepped off 
the sidewalk, apparently to let’ the 
President by, then he pulled aside the 
two men nearest Sefior Barrios, thrilst 
a revolver against the President’s face 
and shot him in the mouth and then 
in the stomach. The murderer’ then 
ran, but was shot to death by guards 
who chased him. President Barrios died 
in a few minutes. 

President Barrios’sassassin was Oscar 
Zollinger, a British subject, who was 
about 23 years old. For years he was 
an employé of Sefior Don Juan Aparicio, 
a well-known financier, who was killed 
by a government soldier during the 
revolutionary outbreak last Septem- 
ber, while he was held prisoner. 
Aparicio» was wealthy. His death 
caused great feeling against Barrios. 
and Zollinger’s act is the result. Ie 
arrived in Guatemala three weeks ago, 
and had presumably been watching for 
an opportunity to kill Barrios since 
his arrival. Zollinger was heavy and 
muscular. and he fired so suddenly 
that the guards could do nothing. 
After the assassination the foreign 
Ministers in Guatemala called at the 
palace and expressed their regret. 
There is little excitement. Manuel Es- 
trada Cabrera, Vice-President, has as- 
sumed the duty of President. and will 
continue as chief executive until the 
next election. 

Tt is dificult to say what turn events 
in Guatemala will take, now that the 
man who held power by an iron hand 
and indomitable spirit, not by the will 
of the reople. has beem hastened to his 
end by the thand of an assassin. His 
death is the result of this ambition to 
retain power. Had President Barrics 


retired at the end of his legal term, 
much bloodshed would heave been 
avoijed, and his refusal to do so caused 
the revolution of September. He could 
have retired with a fortune of from 
$10,000,000 to $20,000,000, arnvassed during 
five vears, and with the gratitude of the 
people, as it is admitted even by this 
enemies that he advanced the country 
ing Every branch. There will be a gen- 
eral scrermble among all party leaders 
now for the Presidency. Gen. Prospero 
Morales, with his great popularity and 
prestige, has a good chance, but 4t is 
doubtful, under circumstances, 
if he could retain the office unless at 
‘the head of an army. 
SAYS ALL IS QUIET. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10,—A spe- 
cial to the Examiner from Guatemala 
this morning announces that President 
Barrios’s Cabinet has resigned. Every- 
thing was said io be quiet and peace 
prevailes.

Fire Starts in the Developing and 
Store Room in the Attic of the 
San Francisco Block. 


HARD FIGHT FOR FIREMEN. 


SEVERAL OTHER OCCUPANTS LOSE 
THEIR PROPERTY. 


Belew Held for Murder—Figel Jury 
Visits the Scene of the Crime, 
Fair Estate Wins a Land 

Suit—Sperry. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—A de- 
structive fire occurred in the Phelan 
building, a large five-story structure 
at the junction of O’Farrell and Mar- 
ket streets, this afternoom, which re- 
sulted in the loss of Marceau’s famous 
photograph gallery and serious dam- 
age to several other occupants. 

The fire started at 2:30 o’clock in 
the developing and store-room occupied 
by Photographer Marceau, in the attic, 
and five minutes later an explosion of 
chemicals caused the flames to spread. 
Fortunately the building is constructed 
in three sections, each divided by fire- 
proof walls, amd was thus confined to 
the southwest corner. A general alarm 
was turned in, but before the fire bri- 
gade could get to work upon the fire, 
the flames thad communicated through 
the elevator shaft to the fourth and 
fifth stories and had gained good head- 
way. At first the firemen @ncountered 
great difficulty in getting at the fire 
effectively, but after holes had been 
cut throught the walls, an immense 
Stream of water was poured imto the 
building, and after an hour’s work the 
blaze was under control. 

Marceau’s gallery suffered a total 
loss. It ig estimated that his material 
and furnishings alone were worth $15,- 
000, wihile his negatives, of which he 
possessed a collection unexcelled in 
America, is absolutely unreplaceable. 
The damage to the building is esti- 
mated at $25,000. 

Other losses were: S. Dannembaum, 
cigars, $4000; C. Muller, optician, $1500: 
Goldstein & Cohn, thair-dressers, $50Q; 
Will & Finck, cuttlery, etc., damage 
not estimated; Frank Sullivan, lawyer, 
library damaged by water: Drs. Eisen, 
Dunn, Baily and Morris, offices ruined 
by water; Butchers’ Board of Trade 
rooms also flooded. Some of the records 
of the Pacific division, United States 
Army, were stored in the fourth story 
immediately bemeath Marceau’s gal- 
lery, and were thoroughly watter- 
soaked, but it is believed that no great 
inconvenience will result, as most of 
the important documents were re- 
cently sent to Washington for safe 
keeping. 

The building was fully insured, and 


all the individual losses are covered by 
imsurance. 


FAIR ESTATE WINS. 


Decision in the Contested Water- 
front case at San Francixco. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—Supe- 
rior Judge Hebbard rendered his ex- 
pected decision in the Fair water- 
front case today. He decided that the 
State of California has no right, title 
or interest whatever in the inlet of 
the Bay of San Francisco lying north 
of the city, between the government 
reservations, Fort Mason and the 
Presidio, and that the property rightly 
belongs to the Fair estate, through a 
grant to James G. Fair from the North 
San Francisco I¥omestead and Rail- 
road Association, which obtained its 
title from the State in 1864. 

The decision is of remarkable impor- 
tance, since it determines that Warren 
end Malley, the contractors who were 
employed by the Fair estate, may now 
proceed with the business of filling in 
and improving this property, extend- 
ing the city northward, and, inci- 
dentally, greatly enhancing the value 
of the Fair estate. The work had 
progressed with great rapidity since 
the death of Senator Fair, in Decem- 
ber, 1894, but pursuant to a temporary 
restraining order, issued upon the filing 
of the complaint, had been, perforce, 
interrupted. 

By the decision of today another 
action is also decided, that of the Fair 
estate against the commissioners, re- 
straining that body from removing or 
interfering with a number .of piles 
driven into the water surrounding 
Fair’s property. . 


BELEW HELD FOR MURDER, 


Result of His Preliminary Examina- 
tion on That Charge. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SUISUN, Feb. 11.—Frank Belew ap- 
peared before Justice Maynard this 
morning for preliminary examination 
upon the charge of having murdered 
his sister, Susie, November 8 last, by 

poisoning her. 

The court was crowded, people from 
distant parts of the county being pres- 
ent. The defendant was represented 
by Attorney Reese Clark of Woodland 
and Attorney C. A. Lamont of Suisun. 

Belew apparently took much interest 
in the testimony that was given, and 
frequently gazed around the court- 
room as if looking for his  ac- 
quaintances., 

When Deputy Sheriff Donaldson tes- 
tified as to the confession that he 
had killed his brother and sister with 
rat poison, he assumed a rather indif- 
ferent look and showed not the slight- 
est sign of remorse. 

Precisely at 10 o’clock the case was 
called. The first witness called was 
Constable Newby, who testified as to 
having taken the tea-kettle from the 
residence of the deceased to Prof. 
Grinstead, to have the contents an- 
alyzed. He said Frank Belew sug- 
gested to him the idea that pdison 
had been placed in the kitchen utensil. 

Bruno Klun testified tha! he was 
employed in Lewis Belew’s livery 
stable. He slept in that buliding, and 
boarded at the house of the deceased. 
On the morning of November 8, about 
6:30 o'clock, a meal was prepared by 


Susie Belew, and after breakfast he 
returned to the livery stable. He had 
periodical spells of vomiting, and _re- 


mained sick for several days. Susie 


- Belew was lying down on 4 lounge in

the dining-room when he left to at- 
tend to his duties. 

Prof. Grinstead of the Dixon High 
School gave evidence as to the kettle 
being handed to him by the deputy 
sheriff at Dixon, and that he applied 
three tests to determine the presence 
of arsenic, which he found in consider- 
able quantities. 

Dr. W. G. Downing of Sulsun, who 
assisted in the post mortem, examina. 
tion on the body of Susie Belew. gave 
evidence in connection therewith. and 
also furnished testimony showing that 
ng was treated for arsenical poison- 
neg. 

Deputy Sheriff George H. Donaldson 


was called, and averred that Frank 


Belew had, on Sunday morning, fol- 
lowing his confession to press represen- 


tatives, admitted his guilt to him. 
At the close of his testimony, the 


Judge held the defendant to answer 


to the charge of having murdered his 
sister, without bail. 


HUNTING FOR A BULLET. 


Figel Case Jury Visit the Scene of 
the Crime. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—The jury 
in the case of Theodore Figel, on trial 
for the murder of Isaac Hoffman, to- 
day visited the scene of the tragedy. 
One of the jurors having expressed a 
desire to examine an indentation in 
the rear wall of the dead merchant’s 
office in the store at Bush and Battery 
streets, Judge Cook decided to let all 
~ the jurors go and examine the prem- 
ses. 

Accordingly, Judge Cook, Oscar Tolle, 
clerks, jurors, attorneys, several de- 
tectives and representatives of the 
police department marched into the 
store and examined the alleged bullet 
mark. 

Officer George Russell, who drew the 
diagrams of the offices, acted as guide 
and explained the objects shown in 
his drawings. The jurors, one by one, 
made a close inspection of the hole in 
the plaster. 

Meanwhile Theodore Figel stood a 
Silent observer of the proceedings. If 
the visit to the office of his dead em- 
ployer had any effect upon him at 
all, it was not observable. He leaned 
carelessly against a partition and 
waited patientiy while the twelve good 
men and true peered at a bit of 
broken plaster. 

As the party was about to leave the 
store, Judge Cook instructed Officer 
Russell to cut out the lath back of 
the broken plaster, as it was supposed 
that it would show that the indenta- 
tion was undoubtedly causad by a 
bullet. 

MORE CHARGES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—Superior 
Judge Carroll Cook made a ruling dur- 
ing the trial to the effect that evidence 
regarding the embezzlement and for- 
geries for which Figel has been indicted 
may be introduced into the present 
trial to show a motive for the killing of 
Hoffman. So the evidence as to the nine 
felony indictments is to be admitted 
as evidence against Figel in the mur- 
der trial. 


INDIANS HOLD TITLE, 


Decision Affecting Lands in the 
Kiamath Reservation, 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


PORTLAND (Or.,) Feb. 11.—In the 
United States District Court today 
Judge Bellinger handed down a de- 
cision in the case of the California and 
Oregon Land Company vs. the govern- 
ment agents, seeking to allot the lands 
of the Klamath Indian réservation. 

In this reservation the plaintiff cor- 
porations sought to restrain the agents 
from alloting the lands, on the ground 
that it had title to them by virtue of 
purchase from the Oregon Central Mil- 
itary Road Company. The lands in dis- 
pute, comprising about one hundred 
and thirty thousand acres, were a por- 
tion of the grani of Congress to the 
State of Oregon for the construction of 
a miliary road from Eugene City to the 
eastern boundary of the State. In 1864 
the State deeded the land to the Ore- 
gon Central Military Road Company, 
which constructed the road, and the 
plaintiff in thie action claims to have 
— title by purchase from the lat- 

er. 

The case was presented to the court 
on an application for a temporary in- 
junction, restraining the defendants 
from proceedings for the allotment until 
the merits of the controversy shall be 
determined. The court denied the ap- 
plication and this virtually disposes of 
the matter, as the alloting agents can 
now proceed with their work without 
further interruption. If the plaintiff 
has further recourse, it is against the 
government for the value of the land 
that it claims title to. 

In the treaty with the Indians, the 
court finds that a reservation was 
made for the land now known as the 
Klamath reservation and that title to 
this never passed from the Indians. 


BIG SALMON CANNING COMPANY, 


Capital Stock Half a Million, With | 


Prospect of Increasing. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 

PORTLAND (Or.,) Feb. 11.—The for- 
mal papers were signed here today and 
an organization perfected of what is ‘to 
be known as the Columbia fiver Can- 
neries Company. The _ incorporators 
are John Thorp, B. A. Zabory and T. 
B. McGovern. The capital stock is 
fixed for the present at $500,000, but it 
is understood that this may be in- 
creased as the business of the company 
shall require. It is stated by the in- 
corporators that the company starts 
off with all financial arrangements 
made to enable them to put up as large 
a pack this season as may be deemed 
advisable. They further state that 
selling arrangements have already been 
consummated with a firm at New York, 
which insures a market for at least 
100,000 cases of this spring’s catch of 
salmon. Provision is made in the by- 
laws of the company for the future ad- 
mission of other packing concerns on 
the Columbia River at such times and 
on terms agreed to by the original in- 
corporators. The canneries that will 
be controlled and operated by the new 
company this season are among the 
largest and best equipped on the river. 


ACCIDENTALLY SHOT HIMSELF. 


Col. Sperry of Stockton is Crippled 
for Life.

The alarm was 
given and aid summoned from the Ab- 
bot ranch, to which place Col, Sperry 
was removed. He suffered much from 
loss of blood. Everything pessible was 
done to stop the flow of blood pending 
the arrival of a physician from this 
city. His wounds were dressed and 
the patient made as comfortable as 
possible pending his removal to this 
place. He was resting easily | this 
evening, and his nhysician looks for 
ultimate recovery, though the wounded 
man will be a cripple for the remainder 
of his life.

The withdrawal of 
the one is, therefore, likely to be fol- 
lowed by the other, a fact which adds 
gravity to the situation. 


Stockton Must Wait.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—Suit was 
filed in the United States Circuit Court 
today against the bondsmen of ex-Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue O. M. Wel- 
burn to recover the sum of $41,030.44, 
with interest and costs, which is the 
actual amount found to be due the gov- 
ernment on the Norton defalaation. 
This does not include Welburn’s short- 
age as a disbursing officer, which will 
probably amount to $7000. A separate 
suit will be filed to recover this. 


School Director Waller Arrested. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11.—Samuel 
Waller, the school director who has 
been indicted by the grand jury for so- 
liciting a bribe from Eli T. Shepherd, 
the attorney, in return for which he 
was to appoint the latter’s daughter 
to a position in the school department, 
was placed under arrest today. He 
was prepared for the officers, however, 
for he presented a bond in the sum of 
$5000, which had been accepted by 
Judge Belcher. 


Constable Harveston Sentenced. 


SANTA CRUZ, Feb. 11.—There was 
hardly standing room in the Superior 
Court this morning when Constable 
Harveston was sentenced to San Quen- 
tin for fourteen years for mayhem. 
Motions for an arrest of judgment and 
a new trial were denied, but a stay of 
proceedings for ten days was granted.

OHIO REPUBLICANS. 


STORMY SESSION OF THE LEAGUE 
AT COLUMBUS, 


The Factional Fighting Which 
Marked the Late Senatorial Con- 
test Crops Out Again—A Set of 
Resolutions Adopted. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

COLUMBUS (O,,) Feb. 11.—The Ohio 
Republican League convention which 
was held in this city today was one of 
the stormiest in the history of the 
league. About two hundred delegates 
representing seventy-two clubs were in 
attendance. The factional fighting 
which marked the late Serfatorial con- 
test cropped out. There were strenu- 
ous efforts to restore harmony, both the 
retiring president and the president- 
elect advising the members of the 
league to lay aside factional differ- 
ances. Senator Foraker, in his tele- 
gram to the league, also made a plea 
for harmony. The Foraker and Bush- 
nell element were dominant, and while 
they tried to keep factional differences 
in the background, carried all their 
points. Troable was started early in 
the proceedings. 

President John Sullivan, in his open- 
ing address to the convention, re- 
ferred to the great service which had 
been rendered the party in the late 
campaign by Gov. Bushnell. Senator 
Hanna and Lieut.-Gov. Jones. Hon. 
Clay D. Rinkle of Lancaster county 
criticised Mr. Sullivan’s omission of 
Senator Foraker’s name quite sharply, 
saying that one would not infer from 
Mr. Sullivan’s speech that Ohio had a 
senior Senator. While there was a 
contest on some of the officers, the 
fight of the convention was on the reso- 
lutions. Charles Griffin of Toledo 
drafted the report and presented the 
resolutions. 

Despite the protests of the McKinley 
and Hanna adherents, resolutions were 
adopted indorsing the Cuban resolu- 
tions introduced by Senator Mason in 
the United States Senate, calling upon 
the Senate to pass and the President ts 
enforce them, to the end that Cuban in- 
pendence may quickly become an ac- 
complished fact. Trusts, syndicates 
and combinations were denounced and 
legislation requested for their prohibi- 
tion.

Many dogs have from time to 
time fits and convulsions, accompanied 
by snapping and _ frothing the 
mouth, and at such timés are Labie 
to bite any person; but it does not 
follow that the dog is suffering from 
rabies, or hydrophobia. of that the per- 
son so bitten will suffer from this 
dreaded disease.

WASHINGTON WISPS. 


INDIAN APPROPRIATION BILL 
PASSES THE SENATE. 


& 


Important Amendment Offered by 
Mr. Pettigrew to Restore the 
Free-hamestead Law. 


AFFECTS CEDED INDIAN LANDS. 


THE APPROPRIATIONS AGGREGATE 
NEARLY EIGHT MILLIONS, 


Bills for the Establishment of a 
Branch Soldiers’ Home and for 
Other Purposes—Nominations 
of Postmasters. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Considera- 
tion of the Indian Appropriation Bill 
was resumed by the Senate today, and 
after being amended to some extent 
the measure was passed. The most im- 
portant amendment to tie bill was 
that offered by Mr. Pettigrew of 
South Dakota, which, if finally en- 
acted, will restore the free homestead 
law, so far as it relates to Indian 
lands ceded to the United States, for 
which lands the settlers hive been 
obliged to pay the purchase price paid 
to the Indians. The bill carries ap- 
propriations aggregating nearly &38,- 
000,000. The Senate decided to adjourn 
until Monday.

In the Senate today a bill providing 
for American register for the steamer 
Leelanaw of San Francisco) was 
passed. 

Mr. Allen of Nebraska introduced a 
resolution directing 2 committee to 
inquire whether the yacht owned by 
William R. Hearst had been seized 
and was being held by the Spanisn gov- 
ernment, which was agreed to.

HOMESTEAD LAW. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Mr. Petti- 
grew of South Dakota offered an 
amendment, and explained’ that it 
would, if adopted, allow settlers to se- 
cure title to their lands after a period 
of five years, by the payment of the 
Land Oftice fees. It restored the home- 
stead law of 1862. 

Mr. Carter of Montana supported 
the amendment. He maintained that 
under the free-homesiead law, settlers 
have become prosperous. Under it 
the great State of Illinois had been 
redeemed, and made one of the most 
fertile and prosperous spots on the 
face of the earth. As soon as the gov- 
ernment auctioneer was excluded trom 
the land it bloomed as the rose, and 
settlers attained prosperity. As it was 
in Illinois, so it also had been in In- 
diana, lowa, Minnesota and other great 
States. Mr. Oarter referred to the 
difficulty settlers in Oklahoma had had 
in making the payments demanded by 
the government. 

Mr. Allison said he would have to 
make the point of order against the 
amendment. 

Mr. Pettigrew then withdrew the 
amendment, amd offered another, elimi- 
nating the military reservations which 
have been opened to settlement. The 
amendment, as amended, Mr. Allison 
said, removed his point of order. He 
thought, however, that the amendment 
would do no injustice to the people, 
because the lands that have been 
opened to settlement, have cost the 
government a large sum of money. 
Some of the land is worth $40 an 
acre, and yet Mr. Allison held the pro- 
posed amendment made no distinction 
between the more valuable and less 
valuable. Should the amendment be 
enacted into law, in a few instances 
men who have taken up valuable lands 
would not have to pay for them. 

Mr. Pasco gave notice that he would 
hereafter, in the event of the enact- 
ment of the amendment, press the 
claims of the settlers on abandoned 
military reservations. The amendment 
was then adopted without division. It 
is as follows: 

“That all settlers under the thome- 
stead laws of the United States upon 
the public lands acquired prior to the 
passage of this act, by treaty or agree- 
ment, from the various Indian tribes 
who have or who shall hereafter reside 
upon the tract entered in good faith 
for the period required by existing law, 
shall be entitled to a patent for the 
lands so entered upon the payment to 
the local land officers of the usual and 


ther charge of any kind whatsoever 
shall be required from such settler to 
entitle him to a patent for the land 
covered by his entry; provided, that 
the right to commute any such entry 
and pay for said lands in the option 
of any such letter, and in the time 
and at the prices now fixed by existing 
laws, shall remain in full foree and 
effect; provided, however, that all sums 
of money so released, which, if not re- 
leased would belong to any Indian 
tribe, shall be paid to such Indian tribe 
by the United States.” 

Mr. Allen of Nebraska introduced his 
amendment providing for a restoration 
of annuities of the Santee Indians and 
discussed it in extenso. He wags fol- 
lowed by Mr. Pettigrew in support of 
the amendment. Mr. Allen made the 
point of order against the report, say- 
ing it was new legislation, and ‘the 
point of order was sustained. The 
amendments to the bill were agreed to, 
and, as amended, the bill was passed. 
Mr. Allison moved that when the Sen- 
ate adjourned today it be until Mon- 
day next, and the motion was agreed to.

James Mingle, who murdered infant Dollie 
Briscoe, and at the same time, made an at- 
tempt on the life of the child’s mother, 
was hanged at Springfield, Ill., yesterday. 
Mingle showed nerve to the last. From the 
scaffold he said: “I’m oniy on a journey to 
meet my child in heaven. I forgive all.” 

In the New York State Senate yesterday 
the resolutions of Brush and Weeks in regard 
to United States Senator Murphy was made 
the special order for Monday afternoon. The 
Weeks resolution. which passed the Assembly 
Thureday, scensured the Senator Sc 4s 
vote in favor of the Teller bill. The Brush 
resolution censures the Senator ani demands 
his resignation’ for the same reason. 

The New York Herald’s cgrrespondent in 
Rio Janeiro says that rumors*‘are current in 
that city to the effect that foreigners, prob- 
ably English, have occupied a small portion 
of the State of Amazanas, near British Gui- 
ana. So far no official advices have been 
received as to the matter. Statements ap- 
parently reliable are made that a group 
of capitalists are about to ruonopolize the 
coffee output of Brazil by getting control 
of estates in the coffee-raising States of 
Rio Janeiro, Bahia, Minasgeraz, Sao Paulo 
and Spiritu Santo. 

At the Old Bailey yesterday the trial of 
Viadimir Bourtzeff, editor of the Narodnye 
Voletz, (Will of the People,) and Weirzyich, 
the printer of the paper, was commenced. 
The prisoners were charged with issuing a 
publication inciting the assassination of 
the Czar. They pleaded not guilty. The 
attorney, Sir Webster, who is prosecuting, 
said the charges would never have been 
brought only the circumstances had been ex- 
ceptional, but, he added, the prisoners had 
directly incited to the murder of the Czar 
by diabolical means, similar to the Nihilist 
outrage at the Winter Palace in 1880. 


Night Dispatches Condensed. 


The French government, according to a 
special dispatch to London from Paris, has 
asked the correspondent of the Basle Nach- 
richten to leave France, owing to his itti- 
tude toward the Zola trial. 

A Londcn cablegram says in the House of 
Commons John Redmond, the Parnellite 
leader, moved an amendment to the ¢ddress 
in reply to the speech of the throne at ihe 
opening of the Parliament. It was to the ef- 
fest ‘‘that while the House regards with 
satisfaction the proposed bill for the reform 
of local government in Ireland, the measure 
will in no wise meet the demand for an 
independent Irish Parliament.’’

ST. LOUIS; Feb. 11.—After three 
days of hard work, the nalicnal 4as- 
sembly of the League of American 
Wheelmen tonight finally adjourned, 
after one of the most notalie sessions 
ever held by that body. The all-im- 
portant question of local option in the 
matter of Sunday racing was azain de- 
feated, an amendment providing that 
State divisions be granted the right to 


determine for themseives Whethcr or 
not Sunday bicycle races should be 
permitted, being voted down by but 
six votes. 

Thirty-two other amendments were 
disposed of during the dsy in various 
ways. Some were indefinitely  pust- 
poned or withdrawn, while ‘our were 
defeated. Among the more important 
of those adopted are the following: 

Article 3 of the constitution, a new 
section inserted to read: “NO. 
professional shall be eligible to entry 


in any open race run unier the rules 
of the League of American Wheel- 
men unless he is registe-ed with the 
racing board.” 

Article 3, section 8(L) substitute: “Con- 
testants at meets closed to a college 
or to any number of colleges forming 
an intercollegiate meet, muy for these 
meets be only governed by the aia- 
teur rules of the Intercollesiate Assc- 
of Amateur Athletes of Amer- 
ca.”” 

Article 5, section 3, was amended by 
Striking out the word “wheelmen.” 
Other amendments adopied provided 
for the payment of $2500 a y2ar as com- 
pensation to Chairman Mott of the 
national racing board, and declaring 
that hereafter no sanctions would be 
given for any six-day continuwus 1ace 
unless the riders be comnelied te take 
at least two hours’ rest out of evrry 
twenty-four. 

Resolutions were adopted iixine tne 
resigtration fee for professionals ar 
$2 per year, calling on the nutionas 
government to push the demand on 
the Turkish government for the pay- 
mént of 240,000 indemnity to the mother 
of Frank E. Lenz, the Pittsburgh 
ber of the L.A.W. who was murdered 
in Turkish territory while on a tour 
of the world. 

R. C. Botier of Milwaukee intro- 
duced the following resolution, which 
was warmly indorsed by prominen' 
men in the league, and was finally 
adopted: 

“Resolved, that the Executive Com- 
mittee of the L.A.W. he instructed to 
investigate the feasibility of turning 
over to some other organization or body 
the control of racing, and t6 report its 
results at the next national assembly.”

They 
seem to give themselves up entirely to 
the fascination of the wierd sounds and 
to lose all consciousness of everything 
else.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

America today celebrates the birth 
of its master spirit, the manly and 
noble Lincoln, whose memory lingers 
with his countrymen with the sweet- 
ness and blessedness of a _ benedic- 
tion. Great men has this land given 
birth to by the score—men who were 
kind, and able, and brave, and valiant, 
but the world has never had but one 
Abraham Lincoln, and -we shall not 
look upon his like again. It was this 
gentle and majestic spirit who said: 
“Die when I may, I want it said of 
me by those who know me best, that 
I always plucked a thistle and planted 
a flower where I thought a. flower 
would grow.” How well the tender- 
hearted President of the great repub- 
lic lived up to this text, is known 
of all men. It could almost be said 
of him that he touched the thistle 
and it blossomed into a _ flower. 
Those of us who were contemporary 
with this great and noble gentleman, 
a gentleman from the mold of na- 
ture and not from the fashioning of 
schools, know best, perhaps, how 
grand and lovable a character he 
was, but we do not doubt that some- 
thing of the spirit with which his 
name is reverenced by the men who 
were “his boys” in the 60’s, abides 
in the hearts of the gallant young 
Americans, who have come after him, 
for around his name lingers the per- 
fume of great deeds and the place he 
holds in the thoughts of all his coun- 
trymen is, or should be, one of pride 
that the world once held one such 
splendid and majestic character. 


Abraham Lincoln was a human 
flower from the soil of his native land. 
Rugged, plain, homely, unsophisti- 
cated, honest, and astrue as the ever- 


lasting stars, he was likewise the born 


gentleman. He gripped occasion with 
a hand of velvet that cushioned a 
clutch of steel; he moved men by gen- 
tle phrases and led them into the 
right ways with a tenderness that was 
as appealing as a mother’s prayer; he 
veiled his sternness with sympathy, 
kindliness, charity and _ gentleness, 
and while always the masterful leader 
in the dark days which tried men’s 
souls, it was without fanfaronade, 
without selfishness and without guile. 

As one writer has said of him, he 
Was “a man whose glory time will 
never dim or impair, but only burnish 
to new luster and extend through a 
wider horizon. His grqwth from 
darkness to dawn, from late sunrise 
to untimely sunset, was so amazing, 
yet so simple, that it must inspire 
future generations to study his char- 
acter and the secrets of his greatness 
with ever-deepening interest and won- 
der. 

“There is something about this 
homely, yet gracious and commanding 
personality, that Europe could not 
have produced. His* unsophisticated 
honesty and goodness smack directly 
of the soil and breathe straight from 
the Divinity, alike untainted by the 
tricks of demagogues and unclogged 
by the technicalities of tradition. His 
diplomacy was but the transparent 
truth. His surpassing worth and wis- 
dom alone were his official seal. 
Abraham Lincoln seems to have been 
naturally and divinely tuned to hu- 
manity by his democratic instincts, 
his unpretending perceptions, his 


spontaneous and wunperverted sym- 
pathies. He may be called the ‘The 
well-tempered Clavichord’ of the 


Western Hemisphere, so harmoniously 
did his intuitive insight or inspired 
help modulate’ him through all the 
minor and major straits of his tre- 
mendous responsibility.” This ig 
most an inspired estimate of this good 
and noble man.

loved no other public man since the 
nation had a flag. They trusted in 
his wisdom and confided in his gentle 
heart. They leant upon his stalwart 
nobility and he never failed them. 
They bulwarked his genius as a 
statesman with a patriotism that was 
ideally heroic, and when he cried 
“Forward!” the nation arose and 
marched! 

And at the end—at the sad and 
cruel end, when the assassin had done 
his worst, the people mourned him in 
every household as though one of 
their blessed own were. taken; 
mourned him, not in the figurative 
sense, but with woeful wailing, and 
with tears. On a far picket line in 
a southern forest, he who writes 
these lines saw, when the news came 
that Lincoln was dead, ‘bronzed and 
bearded soldiers weep like children; 
for they were all “his boys,” and they 
loved him as a father, and revered 
him as the nation’s heroic leader—the 
splendid genius who had led his coun- 
try through the vicissitudes of an aw- 
ful crisis to a sure victory and an 
assured peace, 

Thirty-three years have passed 
since that sad night in early spring 
when the great Lincoln slipped out 
of the harness he had worn in travail, 
and grief, and nobleness, into the si- 
lent sleep that no bugle call nor 
drum beat can disturb, but he is still 
our greatest American—the _ typical 
genius of this country of geniuses, 
an example whose rugged honesty, 
steadfastness of purpose, stalwart good 
sense and unselfish devotion to right 
principle it should be the pride and 
glory of the youth of the land to emu- 
late. The nearer men can be like 
Lincoln, the greater will be the honor 
and glory of the American name, for 
he was a man! 


WORDEN AMD HIS ACCOMPLICES. 

The confession of Salter D. Worden 
as to his connection with the Yolo 
train-wrecking affair. makes “plain 
these propositions: 

1. Worden is not insane. 

2. There. was a deliberate con- 
spiracy on the part of members of 
the A.R.U. fo wreck the train, and 
others are equally guilty with Wor- 
den, or more guilty than he is, of 
that dastardly and revolting crime. 

3. Although Worden may not have 
been, and probably was not, the chief 
conspirator, by his own confession he 
was at least an accessory after the 
fact, and therefore equally guilty, in 
law, with his co-conspirators. 

As to the first proposition: Wor- 
den’s statement is not that of an in- 
sane person, nor of a man mentally 
incompetent. Considering the man’s 
inferior education and dwarfed intel- 
lectuality, it is a remarkably clear, 
concise, and logical presentation of 
his case. It bears ample internal evi- 
dence that it is not the product of a 
disordered mind. Gov. Budd has seen 
fit to reprieve Worden until June, in 
order that a thorough inquiry may be 
made into his mental condition. If 
those who are charged with this in- 
quiry will admit Worden’s confession 
as evidence, and will consider it care- 
fully, they cannot fail to be convinced 
of the man’s entire sanity. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there is no particle of evi- 
dence tending to show that Worden 
is insane, Or was insane when the 
terrible crime was committed for 
which he is under sentence of death. 

That there was a deliberate con- 
spiracy to wreck the {rain at Yolo 
bridge has all along been a patent 
The cock-and-bull story that 
the conspiracy was planned and exe- 
cuted by detectives in the employ of 
the railway companies has never been 
believed by any person of ordinary 
intelligence. The confession of Sal- 
ter D. Worden, made under the 
shadow of the gallows, shows plainly 
who the conspirators were, and _ re- 
veals their damnable methods in con- 
summating the crime. It _ brings 
home to the A.R.U. %he terrible re- 
sponsibility for this ‘tragedy. 1t shows 
beyond ‘a reasonable doubt that the 
men implicated by Worden in his 
confession as participants in the 
crime, are equally deserving with him 
of punishment by death. If Worden 
had told the truth sooner his testi- 
mony might have resulted In the con- 
viction of at least some of these 
red-handed murderers. His long si- 


lence has enabled them to escape the/ 


clutches of the law; and has aided in 
fixing upon him the dreadful respon- 
sibility which should rest with equal 
weight upon Knox, Hatch, Compton, 
and others of his accomplices in the 
crime, 

The confession of Worden bears al- 
most conclusive internal evidence that 
in the main it is a true statement. 
portions Yi which he repre- 


sents that he was obliged, under 
threats of meer to acquiesce in the|

crime, may be taken with some al- 
lowanee. He may or may not be tell- 
ing the truth about this matter. But 
if his statements be literally true, and 
putting upon them the most favorable 
construction possible, they do not re- 
lieve Worden from complicity in the 
crime. If he was compelled by threats 
of death to keep quiet while his com- 
panions were tearing up the track, 
and if he was held in duress until it 
was too late to prevent the wreck, 
had he been so inclined, there was 
nothing to prevent his giving informa- 
tion to the officers, so soon as he 
returned to Sacramento, which would 
have resulted in the arrest and prob- 
able conviction of the principals in 
the tragedy. If he had been an hon- 
est man, desirous of upholding the 
law and of securing the punishment 
of those who violate it, he would have 
embraced the first opportunity to 
bring about the apprehension of those 
guilty of causing the wreck. 

Instead of taking this honest and 
manly course, Salter D. Worden gave 
no sign. He kept secret the facts of 
the tragedy, and even assisted to his 
utmost in shielding from punishment 
the very men whom he now asserts 
to have been the chief conspirators 
and participants in the tragedy. By 
taking this course—eyen’ giving him 
the full benefit of all the alleged facts 
in his confession—he deliberately as- 
sumed with those whom he now im- 
plicates,. responsibility for the crime. 

Thus, by his own confession, Wor- 
den is guilty and should be hanged. 
But he is not alone in guilt. Those 
whom he implicates may be technic- 
ally beyond the reach of punishment, 
but the fact of their guilt is so plain 
as to admit of no reasonable doubt. 
Worden is responsible, to a consider- 
able extent, for their escape from 
punishment. And inasmuch as he is 
the only one of the gang who unas been 
or is likely to be convicted, ft would 
be a monstrous perversion of justice 
to allow him to escape the penalty 
which he so richly deserves. 


It seems extraordinary that people 
will be so foolish as to pick oranges 
green and send them two or three 
thousand miles to market, and thus 
ruin the market for the same fruit, 
when it is ripe and fit to eat.

WASHINGTON,Feb. 2.—The people of 
the United States take a vast amount 
of interest in the personality of their 
Presidents. Every little bit of gossip 
in regard to their lives is treasured 
up and remembered, and told over and 
over again for years. For the most 
part this gossip is kindly. The _ ill 
things are forgotten sooner than the 
pleasant ones, and many Presidents 
who lived in the midst of strife and 
bitterness are now remembered only 
for some merry jest connected with 
their names. 

It is said that the American people 
lack veneration, but this is no more 
true of them than of any other people 
who choose their leaders from their 
rank and file. Long ago it was said 
that “a prophet had little honor in hie 
own country,” and the generation that 
grows up with a President, and has all 
his weaknesses, brought home to them 
Can hardly be expected to show much 
veneration towards him. It ids only 
after he retires from the stage, that 
later generations loqk back to him with 
a desire to raise him on a pedestal and 
to revere him. Ail our past Presidents 
have become merged, or are rapidly 
merging, into one type, their slight 
variations disappearing in view of 
their many resemblances. Jackson is 
still remembered for his backbone, 
Jefferson for his policy, Lincoln for 
his anecdotes, but all the rest, except 
the most recent, are remembered sim- 
ply as Presidents, not as men. 

Yet they were men with very marked 
characteristics, shown in no way more 
plainly than in their treatment of vis- 
itors, and especially, of office-seekers. 

Lincoln would listen to an applica- 
tion for office or for something else in 
a@ most careful and painstaking fash- 
ion, then he would tell a funny story 
that would bewilder his listener. After 
a while, however, perhaps days after- 
ward, a great light would break on 
the applicant, and he would realize 
that his request had been answered by 
an allegory. Gen. Grant would listen 
silently, standing erect, and then leave 
the matter to the State Senators. Hayes 
would always bewail the fact that his 
time should be taken up with the dis- 
tribution of patronage. Then he would 
make a memorandum in a little book. 
Garfield would declare his love and ad- 
miration for the applicant, promise 
anything—if possible—and then forget 
all about it. arrison would sit listen- 
ing in silence and then change the sub- 
ject. Johnson would declare that he 

no power to do each and 
would abuse Congress. Cleveland would 
spend several hours deciding on the 
best man for a fourth rate place, and 
then would decline to appoint him be- 
cause he had held. office before, or be- 
cause he had applied for office. Mc- 
Kinley is like india rubber. He always 
seems to yield to pressure, but always 
comes back to the place he started 


from, and ends by telling all appli- 


cants that they must get the endorse- 
ment of their Senators and Represen- 
tatives. Quite frequently he takes it 
upon himself to procure these for them, 
but if he cannot do so, he refuses to 
appoint, no matter how friendly he is 
personally. 

Presidents have their own pecullari- 
ties in clothes’ also. Hayes, for in- 
stance, was close, and it is still told in 
Washineton how he kicked on a charge 
for a suit.of dress clothes made by a 
tailor im this city. After that he al- 
ways sent back to Fremont for his 
suits. Grant spent money like water 
on_-his clothes, but he could make a suit 
look old and worn quicker than any 
other President. Garfield dressed care- 
lessly..until he got into the White 
House, and then develcped into quite a 
dude. It was acquired with him, how- 
ever, and not natural. All Arthur’s 
clothes were made in New York. It 
was said that he had eighty pairs of 
trousers at’ome time, and, judging from 
his spick and span appearance, the re- 
port was probably true. Cleveland de- 
spised dress and dressy men. His 
acme of comfort was a fisherman’s garb 
and an old straw hat. He yielded to 
circumstances enough to dress pretty 
well in public, but it was always an ef- 
fort for him. Harrison was well 
dressed, and was used to good clothes 
all this life, and made no change on en- 
tering the Wihite House. McKimley is 
much like him in this respect. 

None of the Presidents had blue eyes. 
Most of them have had brown ones. 
Pierce had intensely black ones, and 
Jefferson had red hair and greenish 


eyes. 

"Suaees of handwriting say that Mc- 
Kinley writes the best hand of all our 
Presidents. Of the entire lot I suppose 
old Zachary Taylor wrote the worst, It 
was cramped and awkward, like that of 
a boy just learning to write. Jefferson 
wrote a plain, flowing’ hand, and Mon- 
roe’s writing was decidedly feminine, 
though not nearly so much 60 as Grover 
Cleveland’s, whose chirography is small 
and delicate. Jackson’s scrawl bespoke 
a nervousness and timidity of which 
nobody dared to a@ccuse him while the 
was on the earth, and Lincolm’s a 
smooth polish, which his crude, simple 
mind did not bespeak. 

McKinley is the third Methodist 
among the Presidents. ere have 
been besides, eight Episcopalians, six 
Presbyterians, two Unitarians, one 
Christian and one free-thinker. Wash- 
ington went to the Episcopal church. 
John Adams was a Unitarian, but as 
there was no such church in Washing- 
ton in his day, the stayed at home on 
Sundays. Jefferson believed in reason 
as a guide, and did not go to church 
at all. John Quincy Adams was a Uni- 
tarian and with others founded the 
first church of that denomination in 
Washington. Jackson was the first of 
the Presbyterians, and Grant the first 
of the Methodists. Garfield was of the 
Christian denomination, and scmetimes 
went into the pulpit himself. 

Of the Presidents, fifteen have becn 
college graduates. Three attended 
William and Mary, Va., two Harvard, 
one Princeton, and the rest were scat- 
tering. None attended Yale. 

Newspaper men welcome the new ad- 
ministration. It is not at all unusual 
for one of them to go to the White 
House nowadays and see the President 
or send in a written querry abouf some 
matter and get a courteous amd immedi- 
ate reply. They would as soon have 
thought of doing this under Cleveland 
as of poking their heads into a lion’s 
mouth. 


Of course, President Mc Inley, . will 
not be quoted, but he givés informa- 
tion that he thinks proper the most 


liberal manner. More, he has instructed 
his secretary, Mr. Porter, to give all 
the news that can be given to all who 
ask for it. Under Mr. Cleveland. Mr. 
Thurber’s chief joy in life scemed ‘“o 
be migleading newspaper men who went 
to him for information.

Railroad Improvements. 

Much active development work is be- 
ing done by the Santa Fé Railway 
Company at its shops in San RBernar- 
dino, concerning which the Cucamonga 
paper has the following: 

“It would be impossible to mote the 
many minor changes for the better 
that have been made since the advent 
of Master Mechanic Lape and the pres- 
ent heads of departments. A notable. 
improvement is the introduction of air, 
which is piped through the place. 
air is pumped into a huge tank by an 


engine especially for the purpose, which 


is automatic and allows the pressure 
only to reach 100 pounds. The tank is 
connected by pipes which lead to the 
various parts of the groumds. One of 
its various uses is to break old ties to 
feed the fire which runs the shops. For- 
merly they had to be sawed and then 
split, now they are placed on a plat- 
form against two blocks situated suffi- 
clently far apart and in front of a ram. 
The piston of this ram is capped by a 
spike which first splits the -tle and 
then passing through is followed by a 
blunt hilt which crushes the wood in 
the middle and the tie finds itself in 
four or more parts in less than a sec- 
ond. A ecarload of ties can be rum 
through in a few hours. 

“The air is also used to dust the in- 
terior of coaches and leaves them slick 
and clean even to the cushions. By 
means of air-jacks they lift with ease 
cars Weighing 50,000 pounds and swing 
them around in whichever way is 
neexted. Car wheels weighing 2000 
pounds and handcers loaded with mag- 
sive irons are moved about in the 
same way. Drive wheels received in 
the rough and weighing 5000 pounds are 
also lifted in the same manner into the 
lathes for turning. In fact, evcry lathe 
where heavy work is done is now pro- 
vided with a crane and air cylinder. 
The ease with which they work is mar- 
velous. The air is also used in the dif- 
ferent shops for various purposes, 
cleaning, dusting, lifting, ete. 

“Every little ways the foreman would 
point out scme recently-secured lhabor- 
saving contrivance, or improvement 
made within the past few months. The 
department where the painting of the 
coaches is carried on is one of the 
prides of the bosses. The floor has 
been raised and planked, the back «md 
extended fifty feet and the whole in- 
terior neatly whitewashed, while the 
necessary temperature for drying the 
ten coats put om the cars is main- 
tained by steam heat. 

“In the car shops which have been 
greatly enlarged the past few months, 
are four combination oars from the 
division west of Barstow. They are 
being overhauled amd made as good 
as new. Then the men are engaged 
in building six new cabooses to take 
the place of the box-car cabooses 
drafted into service in time of meces- 
sity. On the side tracks are several 
new flat cars made here, that will be 
ready to go out in a few days, be- 
Sides considerable damaged rolling 
stock being repaired. With all this 
business from distant divisions besides 
their own, the car department is espe- 
cially crowded. This necessitated the 
erection of a small building for the 
upholstering and pattern makers. 

“In the roundhouse is a couple of 
engines from Barstow, which are be- 
ing overhauled and fitted with oil 
burners. Of the local engines only 
one is now a ecoal-burner, and that 
will soon be changed. The oil is 
easier to handle, and the heat. can be 
regulated to a nicety, while it ‘is very 
ever get in e infernal regions,’ as 
Mr. Lundholm has §it. 

“The meaning of all this work is 
that the Santa Fé intends to put its 
property there, as elsewhere, in first- 
class shape. This will not only be 
the ultimate condition of its rolling 
stock and mechanical departments, 
but of its roadbed, depots and yards. 
Gangs of men are at work constantly, 
putting im new steel bridges over 
rivers, tearing down small trestles and 
replacing ‘them by the substantial and 
safer culverts, ballasting its road- 
bed, and building new depots, and 
laying out landscape gardens at every 
point. The effect of these changes is 
magical and they are being universally 
noted and praised. 

“In the immediate future the west 
yards in that city will be enlarged. 
This has become an absolute neces- 
sity, in order to care for the increas- 
ing business with dispatch. New side- 
tracks will be laid, and switches ar- 
ranged in a more convenient order. 
Another immediate improvement will 
be the doubling of the capacity of the 
oil storage by the erection of another 
40,000-gallon plant similar to the one 
now supplying the engines. 

“A new machine, called a ‘bull- 
dozer,’ will soon be set up in the boiler- 
makers’ and blacksmiths’ shops, for 
shaping odd forms in metal. It is 
being manufactured here, and will be 
operated by air. The painting ma- 
chine, built at the shops some _ time 
ago, and used with such success in 
painting the roof of the depot, is now 
used for painting freight cars. It is 
operated by a separate engine on a flat 
car, pumping air, which, in turn, 
sprays the paint on the car in a very 
finely-divided condition. 

“But greater yet than all the im- 
provements made in the shops since 
first built, are those under contempla- 
tion, and for the consummation of 
which the officials here are bending 
all their energies. It may not come 
immediately, nor in the next six 
months or year even, but it will finally 
have to be done. The plan is to erect 
an immense car shop between the 
present car shop and roundhouse, and 
east of the paint shop, and also a 
transfer table between the new and 
old car shops, and extending west as 
far as the paint shop, so that newly- 
made coaches could be easily put into 
the painters’ hands without the trouble 
of switching, as at present. The pres- 
ent car shop would then be vacated 
for the new, and the machinists trans- 
ferred to the old car shop. The boiler- 
makers, who are now crowded in with 
the blacksmithing department, would 
take up private apartments in the pres- 
ent machine shop, and the black- 
smiths would remain where they are 
except that they would have the entire 
building to themselves. This would 
not only relieve the crowded condi- 
tion, but would give room for multi- 
plying the efficiency of every depart- 
ment. 

‘Tt is easy to be seen, then, that in 
time the shops here will be almost 
doubled in capacity, and enough done 
by the Santa Fé Company alone to give 
San Bernardino a small boom. The 
company’s pay roll now averages $35,000 
per month, and in less than two years 
a conservative estimaite would place it 
at $50,000, and probably more.”

THE SURGEON’S KNIFE. 


IT WILL PLAY A PART WITH SARA 
BERNHARDT. 


The Great Actress Has Been Suffer- 
ing Internal Pains Since She Be- 
gan.to Fall Full Length in “Les 
Mauvaises Dergeres.”’ 


(BY DIRECT TO THE TIMES.) 

PARIS, Feb. 11.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] After a consultation of physi- 
cians, it has been decided to perform 
a surgical operation tomorrow upon 
Mme. Sarah Bernhardt. The opera- 
tion will be a serious one, and may 
cost the actress her life. She will leave 
her residence in the Tsoulevard Periere 
for Maison de Santé, where the opera- 
tion will be performed under the di- 
rection of Pozzi. 

For some time past the great actress 
has been suffering from internal pains. 
She felt them the first time when, in 
the last scene in ‘‘Les Mauvaisess Ber- 
geres,”’ she had to fall full length. 
She was advised to take extreme care 
and avoid all fatigue, which she did, 
but the pains continued during the 
forty performances of the piece. She 
consulted Pozzi, who diagnosed the 
case as one of serious internal trouble, 
and decided upon an operation to take 
place in June. 

Mme. Bernhardt was about to start 
on a provincial tour, but she had to 
cancel her engagements, and it was 
decided today to perform the opera- 
tion at once. 


BIG SALE OF WHEAT. | 


Leiter Disposes of a Million and a 
Half Bushels, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 11.—It is positively 
stated that contracts for moving 1,500,- 
000 bushels of Leiter wheat to the sea- 
board have been made. Of this the 
Grand Trunk is eaid to hav secured 
500,000 bushels; the Nickel Plate, 500,- 
000, amd the Lehigh Valley, 500,000 bush- 
els. The cereal will be carried on @ 
through rate from Chicago to Liverpool, 
so it cannot be ascertained what pro- 
portion will accrue to the railroads for 
the haul to the seaboard. 

The Chronicle says: “It is estimated 
that the Leiter holdings of wheat in 
this city and afloat will exceed 1),000,- 
000 bushels, and since a recent visit to 
this city of eastern exporters the sus- 
picion has arisen that the entire 
amount has been disposed of to a Brit- 
ish syndicate. Freight men do not deny 
that negotiations looking to the placing 
of large contracts have been pending 
for some time, and it is @sserted on 
good authority that every prominent 
eastern line connecting with Chicago 
has been imvited to bid on the trans- 
portation of an indefinitely large 
amount of wheat to the seaboard.”’ 


CANADA’S DEFENSE.

RAILWAY SCHEME. 


SUESTIONABLE PROJECT NOW BE- 
FORE THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Wuder Cover of a Special Permit, an 
Effort is Being Made to Run 
Street Cars on Wilshire Boule- 
ward—Residents Object. 


Last Monday an ordinance was pre- 
gented to the City Council granting a 
especial permit to Clara R. Shatto and 
John S. Maltman to construct and ope- 
rate for twenty-three months an elec- 
tric street railway from the intersec- 
tion of Hoover and Seventh streets to 
the vicinity of the Los Angeles Mili- 
tary Academy, near the western end of 
First street. The route named in the 
ordinance runs north from Seventh 
street on Hoover to Wilshire boulevard, 
west onthe boulevard to Common- 
wealth avenue, north on Common- 
wealth avenue to the north line of 
West End University tract, thence 
Mortherly across land owned by J. S&S. 
Maltman to First street, and west on 
First street to Virgil avenue. It was 
particularly provided in the ordinance 
that the road should be used for grad- 
ing purposes only. 

This ordinance was referred by the 
Council-*to the Board of Public Works. 

At the same session of the Council 
@ petition was read from Mrs. Shatto 
and Mr. Maltman, asking that the city 
offer for sale a fifty-year street-rail- 
wey fran¢hise over the same _ route. 
This petition was referred to the City 
Attorney with instructions to prepare 
@n ordinance for the sale of the fran 
chise. This ordinance will probably be 
gubmitted to the Council next Monday. 

The application for a special permit 
for twenty-three months and the appli- 
@ation for a fifty-year franchise are 
Virtually one proposition, and _ the 
Scheme has already aroused much com- 
Ment and criticism. 

The petitioners allege that for ten 
years they have been endeavoring to 
gecure transportation facilities for the 
Serritory lying along the proposed 
route. They say that overtures nave 
peen made repeatedly to both the Trac- 
gion Company and the Los Angeles 
Railway, and bonuses have been of- 
fered to each to defray the cost of 
Duilding the line. Neither company 
Was willing to run cars through a ter- 
Fitory so sparsely settled. 

John 8S. Maltman appeared before the 
Board of Public Works yesterday to 
Urge the board to recommend the pas- 
@age of the ordinance granting the spe- 
Cial permit for twenty-three months. 
Ege related the ineffectual efforts made 
mm the past to induce the street rail- 
Foads to extend their service over the 
route proposed. Henry T. Hazard, John 
W. Mitchell and Fire Commissioner C. 
M. Wells, all interested property-own- 
ers, also urged that the board act fa- 
yorably upon the proposition. In ac- 
cordance with their request the Board 
Of Public Works adopted a recommen- 
@ation that the Council grant the spe- 
lal permit. The recommendation will 
Some before the Council on Monday. 

It is probable that the scheme will 
meet with strong opposition, as there 
mre several serious objections to it. 

While there is no question that the 
Serritory lying along the northern end 
Of the proposed route is greatly in need 
Of transportation facilities, some prop- 
@rty-owners along the southern portion 
mre strongly opposed to a street rail- 
way in front of their property. The 
Statement was made by the petitioners 
pefore the Board of Public Works that 
the property-owners along the entire 
Poute are in favor of the project. This 
~@ not the case. Owners of improved 
Bpoperty on Wilshire boulevard are 
an@nimous in their objection to the 
gdea of thaving a street railway upon 
the boulevard. The boulevard was de- 
Signed primarily as a pleasure drive pbe- 
eween Sunset and Westlake parks. Its 
Deauty will be destroyed and the value 
Of abutting property will be diminished 
a @ street railway is built.

Petitioners say they asked first for a 
Special permit simply in order to avoid 
ane delays incident to the advertising 
@nd sale of a regular franchise. 

» The proposed special permit ts ap- 
parently contrary to the spirit if not 
Sme letter of the act passed March 17 
2897, which governs the granting of 
eireet-railway franchises. The act pro- 
wices that such franchises shall be 
Sranted only upon the conditions 
Snerein provided, viz.: The applica- 
shall be duly advertised, bids 
moall be received, and the franchise 


shall then be sold ‘to the bidder who 
offers to pay annually the highest per- 
centage of the gross receipts of the 
road. The act contains a provision that 
nothing contained in the act shall af- 
fect “a special privilege granted for a 
shorter time than two years.”’ 

The City Attornéy Ras expressed an 
informal opinion that this exception 
would not apply to any such extended 
track-laying as is contemplated in the 
present case. It is designed rather to 
apply to cases where a street railway 
desires to make some minor improve- 
ment,.such as a switch or a short con- 
necting track. 

The only other authority that could 
be found for the proposed special per- 
mit is in section 509 of the Civil Code. 
This section was passed many years 
ago, and is practically a dead letter, 
if, indeed, not actually repealed by 
the act of 1897. The section provides: 

“The right to lay down a track for 
grading purposes and maintain the 
same for a period not exceeding three 
years, may be granted by the corpor- 


ate authorities of any city or town, but 


no such track must remain more 
than three years upon-any one street.” 

The section further provides that the 
corporate authorities may grant the 
right “to use steam or any other mo- 
tive power in propelling the cars used 
on such grading track when public 
convenience or utility demands it, but 
the reasons fherefor must be set forth 
in the ordinance, and the right to 
rescind the ordinance at any time re- 
served.”’ 

It was in accordance with this sec- 
tion that the petition of Mrs. Shatto 
and Mr. Maltman was drawn. 
stated, however, it is extremely ques- 
— whether the section is now in 
orce, 

Still another objection to the special 
nermit is presented. It is argued that 
if the petitioners are allowed to oc- 
cupy the route and lay tracks upon if, 
the subsequent sale of a regular fran- 


chise will be a mere form. No one 
would desire to bid for the franchise 


against persons aiready in possession 
of the route. While it is true that the 
city would reserve the right to termi- 
nate the special permit at any time, 
the process of eviction, if legal steps 
became necessary, would be a tedions 
one. With such uncertainty about the 
possession. the city could not exnect to 
receive full value for the franchise. 
If the petitioners desire to secure a 
street-railway line it is probable that 
they will he obliged to resort to the 
regular routine procedure. anda it is 
certain that Wilshire boulevard will op- 


pose the scheme unanimously and vig- 
orously. 


BILL-POSTING WAR. 


Vigorous Protest Against Alleged 
Discriminations. 


Jud Rush, attorney for the Los An- 
geles Bill Posting Company, appeared 
before the Board of Public Works yes- 
terday to protest against petitions 
filed by the Wilshire Bill Posting Com- 
pany. According to the attorney’s 
statement, the Wilshire Company has 
constantly and with impunity  vio- 
lated the ordinance regulating the 
height and location of billboards. A 
rigid observance of the ordinance has 
been exacted of the rival company. 
Mr. Rush insisted that the ordinance 
if enforced at all, should be enforced 
impartially against both companies. 
He objected strongly to the new ordi- 
nance proposed by the Wilshire com- 
pany and declared that it was designed 
to protect that company in its viola- 
lations of law. 

The matter was taken under advise- 
ment. W. H. Workman appeared to 
urge the board to recommend the open- 
ing of Stevenson avenue east of Santa 
Fé avenue, so as to afford access to 
the river where it is proposed that a 
new bridge shall b@ built. Action was 
deferred one week. 

Action was also deferred upon the 
proposed repeal of section 2 of the 
hitching ordinance, and upon the ap- 
plication for a franchise for a new elec- 
tric road to Pasadena. 

Recommendations were adopted as 
follows: That the petition asking that 
Howard street between Macy and Aliso 
streets be improved, be referred:-to the 
City Engineer for estimate of Cost; 
that the property-owners be author- 
ized to improve under private contract 
portions of Bauchet and Clara streets; 
that the ordinance providing for the 
abandonment of a portion of Sixteenth 
street be placed upon its passage; that 
the district of assessment for the open- 
ing and widening of Tenth street be- 
tween Alameda and Wilson streets 
include Tenth street between Alameda 
and Wilson street, Eleventh street be- 
tween Wilson street and Santa Fé 
avenue and Labondad street between 
Wilson and Santa Clara streets; that 
the City Engineer be instructed to 
make the necessary survey of property 
necessary to be taken for the opening 
of Lafayette street between Turner and 
Pucommun streets, and that the dis- 
trict of assessment be along Lafayette 
street between Turner and Ducommun 
streets, and that the necessary steps 
be taken for the opening of Twenty- 
seventh street between Western avenue 
and San Pedro street.

CALABASAS AGAIN, 


VICENTE YTURALDE SHOT BY MAN- 
UEL DOMINGUEZ. 


The Men Had a Bloody Encounter 
Last Thursday in the Las Vir- 
wines Hills—The Participants in 
the Fight Make Counter Charges. 


Turbulent Calabasas has broken loose 
again, and as @ result four more resi- 
dents of the place rest under charges 
of assault to commit murder, and two 
of the principals in the bloody fight 
that took place there Thursday are laid 
up with ugly wounds received in the 
encounter. The participants in the 


fight were ~Manuel Dominguez and 
his son Juan, on one side, and 
Vicente Yturalde, a Basque, and 
his son John on the other. Dur- 


ing the fight several shots were fired 
at close range, two of which took ef- 
fect in Yturalde’s body. Dominguez 
also received a severe wound over the 
temple, where he says he was struck\ 
by a bullet. Yturalde denies that the 
wound was made by a bullet, but says 
he clubbed Dominguez there with the 
latter’s own revolver, after its con- 
tents had been emptied at him. 

The two men, Yturalde and Domin- 
guez, live on adjoining ranches at Cal- 
abasas, and bad blood has existed be- 
tween them for a long time. The dis- 
pute arose over the division line be- 
twe the two places. The case was 
tried nce in the Superior Court, and 
was decided adversely to Dominguez, 
but he has continued to assert his 
claim to the disputed strip of land just 
the same as formerly. 

Recently, when feed grew short, the 
contention over this pasture, which 
amounts to forty acres, grew heated. 
A few days ago Dominguez and 
Yturalde had a bitter dispute over 
the strip, and Dominguez had 
his enemy arrested for assaulting 
him with a deadly weapon. The case 
Was tried before Justice Young and 
dismissed, but the trouble was not ¢et- 
tled by any means. 

The two men _ tell widely-different 
stories regarding Thursday’s encounter, 
Yturalde says that after he turned his 
sheep out to graze on the disputed pas- 
ture, Dominguez sent his wife and chil- 
dren to drive them back. When he saw 
them driving his sheep back and set- 
ting the dogs on them, he ran out and 
clubbed the dogs off and ordered the 
woman and her children away. 

Dominguez, he says, had been watch- 
ing him from a distance, and as soon 
as hesaw him clubbing the dogs off his 
sheep, came up at a run with a shot- 
gun in one hand and @ revolver in 
the other. When a short distance off 
he handed the shotgun to his boy Juan 
and told him to watch a sheep-herder 
who worked for Yturalde, and who was 
standing on a hill about a quarter of 
a mile away herding a flock, and not 
to let him approach. Then, raising 
his revolver, he advanced to within a 
few paces of Yturalde, who was un- 
armed, and opened fire. At the first 
shot the Basque picked up @club and 
began to advance upon Dominguez in 
the face of the revolver, which was 
being emptied at him. Six shots were 
fired and two took effect, one in the 
calf of the right leg and the other just 
above the groin in the left side, before 
he reached his assailant. He then dealt 
him a blow with his club and knocked 
the revolver, a 44-caliber Colt’s, from 
his hand. Picking this up, Yturalde, 
who is a powerful man, struck Do- 
minguez on the head and felled him 
to the ground, so that he rolled over 
into a ditch about four feet deep. 

Af the first shot Yturalde beckoned 
to his hired man, mentioned before, to 
come up. The herder had a shotgun 
with him and started-on a run to the 
assistance of his employer. Before he 
was within range the boy, Juan Do- 
minguez, opened fire upon him, but 
without effect. 

Just as Dominguez climbed out of 
the ditch into which he had rolled on 
being knocked down, the _ herder 
emptied his shotgun at him, but with- 
out effect. 

Yturalde was carried to his home and 
brought to this city yesterday, being 
taken to the Grand Central Hotel on 
Main street. Dominguez, also came to 
this city and went to a friend’s home 
on Boyle Heighis. A warrant issued 
for his arrest at San Fernando was 
served upon him here yesterday morn- 
ing by Constable Pete Lopez of San 
Fernando. Dominguez was in bed and 
is seriously hurt. 

He gives an entirely different ver- 
sion of the story from that «old by 
Yturalde. He says he saw the Basque 
clubbing his dog, and that he started 
out to stop him. He had his revolver 
in his belt as he always carries it. 
As soon as he came near Yturalde 
made for him with a club six feet long 
and dealt him a blow on the head 
with it. He fell and as he did so 
dropped his revolver. Yturalde’s boy 
picked it up and began firing as the 
two men were struggling together. He

“General's”? Loyal Legion Button 
and Oleaginous Ways. 


WAS “LOYAL” TO M’KINLEY. 


HOW “SMOOTHY’ CAME TO BE 
SENT TO COLUMBUS,

He Wanted Money and Got it in Job 
Lots—His Experiences as Pub- 
lisher and Lodging-house 

Lessee—Dr. Otis. 


{The Times reproduces below the full 
wtatement of C. C. Shayne of New 
York, giving his explanation of his ac- 
quaintance with “Smoothy” Boyce, 
whose backer he was reputed to be in 
the efforts to procure votes for Hanna 
at Columbus, O. The interview with 
Shayne was had at New York, from 
which city it was wired as a special 
dispatch to the Cincinnati Enquirer.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—The following 
statement was given out tonight by C. 
C. Shayne, the prominent Republican 
leader mentioned in the case by “Gen.” 
Boyce: 

- “‘*Gen.’ Boyce was introduced to me 
in my store during the. Presidential 
campaign of 1896, by a gentleman high 
up in the councils of the Republican 
party. Boyce wore a Loyal Legion but- 
ton, and had the marks of a veteran 
soldier upon him. Since that time he 
led on me _  occasionolly, but 
rarely. His conduct was such that it 
commanded my respect. I do not, how- 
ever, know him well enough, nor was I 
interested in him sufficiently for me 
to inquire about his private affairs or 
past record. It was sufficient for me 
to know that he was introduced by a 
gentleman for whom I had the greatest 
respect. He occasionally looked at 
goods when he called and appeared 
-very friendly. I had no occasion for 
extended conversation with him any 
more than that which occurs with the 
everyday gentleman who calls to talk 
about business or politics, but I became 
somewhat interested in him after he 
told me that he had seen A. Howard 
Hinkle, who had secured control of the 
Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune, and 
that Hinkle had said in his presence at 
the Waldorf-Astoria that Senator 
Hanna would never be returned to the 
United States Senate from Ohio. 

HE K MR. HINKLE WELL. 

‘The ‘general’ said that he knew Mr. 
Hinkle very well, had been associated 
with him in business in Cincinnati, 
and was sure that he could bring in- 
fluence to bear to secure his good will 
for Senator Hanna instead of oppos- 
ing him. I told him that I had a great 
deal of respect for the influence of 
any paper of large circulation, and, 
like other Republicans who had the 
best interests of the administration at 
heart, notwithstanding that I opposed 
the appointment by Gov. Bushnell of 
Senator Hanna, that I was mow anx- 
ious to see the Senator returned, be- 
c@use, in my judgment, he had made 
a good Senator, and added that if 
he was not returned it would disrupt 
the Republican party in Ohio, and told 
him that if he could bring infiuence 
to bear on the Cincinnati Commercial 
that he ought to do so. He went away, 
and called again a day or two after- 
ward. I was very busy, and told him 
to write a letter about the matter, 
which he did, and I quote from the 
letter without violating any confidence: 

“IT know that it is possible to break 
up the Cincinnati combination, and I 
know very nearly what will move Hin- 
kle. Of course, no money consideration 
would be thought of for a moment. I 
am, like yourself, so loyal to President 
McKinley and so desirous of seeing 
Senator Hanna elected to succeed him- 
self that I will do any honorable ser- 
vice to bring it about. I would even 
go to Cincinnati, although I have 
my hands full here, I want nothing 
for myself, only for my friends. It 
may be that the Senator’s friends at 
Columbus have the matter well in 
hand, and all we Republicans need to 
do is to extend our good wishes. I 
know what Hinkle wants, but it is 
a matter that must be handled with 
the greatest discretion. I will do any- 
thing to show my gratitude to the 
president. Faithfully yours, 

[Signed] “‘HENRY H. BOYCE.’ 

GAVE HIM A CHECK. 

“After I read the letter the ‘general’ 
called on me again, and I told him I 
thought he ought to go to Ohio. He 
said he would go, but was very busy 
and could not well spare the time, and 
just now he could not spare the money 
for the expenses of the trip. I asked 
him how much it would cost to go out 
and spend a few days. He said $100 
would pay his entire expenses. I said 
I would contribute that much as I had 
frequently done before for the party, 
andI drew a check for $100 and handed 
it to him and bid him good-by, as it 
was understood that he would leave 
that evening or the next morning. He 
did not leave, however, until tthe fol- 
lowing evening at 5 o'clock. In the 
mean time I learned that the Com- 
mercial Tribune had come out in favor 
of Hanna, and I gave the ‘general’ the 
credit for it, but still thought he ought 
to go and make sure of it. I thought 
it commendable, and I was really proud 
that I had become acquainted with a 
man of so much influence. Before he 
started he told me that he had known 
Dr. Otis socially and intimately for a 
number of years, and was satisfied that 
by personal persuasion and social irflu- 
ence he could secure his vote for Sen- 
ator Hanna. I told him I hoped he 
could bring influence to bear on all 
the Republicans in Ohio and have a 
united party. 

“I believed the ‘general,’ because he 
had lived in Cincinnati for a number of 
years, and, since he had influence 
enough to win over the Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune, which had op- 
posed Senator Hanna, I came to the 
conclusion that he was a man ef con- 
siderable importance. Then, too, he 


told me that he had intimate connec- , 


tions with some of the leading men of 
this and other cities, some of whom I 
knew, and, having no reason to doubt 
him in any way, I implicitly trusted 
him, and gave him the check to pay his 
expenses out and back. After he ar- 
rived in Columbus he telegraphed me 
to give his janitor $40. He told me he 
had a building, or flats on Twenty- 
sixth street. I sent for his janitor, and 
gave him a check for the amount in 
order to have a voucher. I supposed he 
had forgotten to pay his man and I con- 
sidered it thoughtful on his part. I 
Wish to reiterate the statements which 
I have already made that no interview 
was held with the President in regard 
to the Ohio Senatorial contest, nor was 
ANY INTERVIEW CONTEMPLATED 

“IT further desire to state that I 
never knew Gen. Boyce intimately so- 
cially, but being an old soldier and a 
member of the Loyal Legion, and being 

roperly introduced, I believed in him. 
\ have no apologies to make for my 
“connection with this affair, but want to 
be understood by the public. I have 
worked for the Republican party for 
years without the expectation of re- 
ward of any kind except conditions; 
have traveled through many States, 
and. made speeches for the cause, al- 
‘Ways paying my own traveling and all 


other expenses, and did what I be- 
lieve to be a citizen’s duty, and I con- 
tend that every American citizen, espe- 
cially a business man, should take an 
interest inthe government of which he 
is a part; and the newspapers ought to 
be very careful how they use a busi- 
ness man’s name. I have never ac- 
cepted a nomination for public office, 
nor am I a candidate for an office of 
any kind, either elective or by appoint- 
ment. There is nothing in the gift of 
the President of the United States that 
I would accept while engaged in active 
business, but I take an active interest 
in the welfare of my country, and in So 
doing claim I am performing a duty 
which should not be neglected, and re- 
peat that the newspapers of this coun- 
try should be very careful about state- 
ments which they make which would 
in any way injure the character or 
reputation of a citizen who endeavors 
to do his duty.” 


BOYCE’S CAREER. 


Something of His Doings in Greater 
New York. 

Boyce’s career in Los Angeles, says 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, was anything 
but enviable. He had a good address, 
however, wore the button of the Loyal 
Legion, carried a bullet wound in his 
face, and got on well with politicians 
and business men on short acquaint-

It was in this way that he met C. C. 
Shayne and scores of other New York 
business men, whose confidence he 
won, and many of whom now regret 
their hastily-given friendship. Boyce 
organized the Cycle Publishing Com- 
pany, which for a time was located in 
the Presbyterian building, at No. 
Fifth avenue, New York. Mrs. Cropley 
was engaged as editor-in-chief of the 
paper, and Mrs. Mary E. Boyce, his 
wife, and Mrs, Helen Winslow, were on 
her staff. The New Cycle was the title 
of his magazine, which was finally 
merged into another publication called 


he Lotus. 

: Boyce put up $10,000 worth of cycle 
stock as security for a month’s rent 
@t the Von Hoffman, with a confiding 
landlady who would sell it gladly for 
a crisp new $1 note, with less art on 
it and more value. Boyce then took 
up life insurance and worked for one 
of the mutual companies with some 
success for a time. Three years ago 
he leased the Van Hoffman apartment 
house at No. 29 West Twenty-sixth 
street, which had just been completed 
by Mrs Margaretta Todd, the owner, 
and since then has devoted himself 
largely to its management. He secured 
a desk room at No. 1 Broadway, in 
the Washington Building, where he 
rented from Frank Butterworth, @ 
business promoter. Butterworth said 
to-day that he had no business con- 
nection with Boyce, other than that, 
and that he had not been in the office 
for several months. Boyce however, 
carried the key to the room up to Feb- 
ruary 1. 

HE DIDN’T OWN IT. 

Everybody supposed that Boyce 
owned the Von Hoffman apartment 
house. Mrs Todd took the house 
back Feb. 1, a month before the lease 
expired, because she found that Boyce 
was being hounded by creditors, and 
there was no chance of her getting 
the $300 or $400 due her for the ensuing 
month 

The house had got into bad shape. 
The elevator had been broken and the 
makers had taken away some of the 
parts of the mechanism and refused to 
return them until their bill was paid. 
The tenants were climbing six and 
seven pairs of steps, and were threat- 
ening to leave, so Mrs Todd made 
good by taking the lease. 

It was shortly after the opening of 
the Hanna campaign at Columbus that 
Boyce began talking to Mre Shayne 
@bout those conditions. Mr. Shayne 
is an ardent Republican.) His big store 
on Forty-second street is a sort of Re- 
publican headquarters during a polit- 
ical campaign, and was particularly 
so during the McKinley-Bryan contest. 

Shayne was a large contributor to 
the Presidential campaign. He was a 
friend of Abner McKinley, the Presi- 
dent’s brother, and through him Mrs. 
William McKinley had purchased her 
inauguration furs. 

“Shayne was even talked of for Post- 
master-General. He went out to Can- 
ton during the campaign and had a 
long conference with the President- 
elect. He was opposed to the policy of 
Bushnell’s appointment of Hanna be- 
cause he believed it would promote 
party discord, and told McKinley so. 
After Gov. Bushnell made the appoint- 
ment he came to see Shayne in New 
York, and Shayne told him he had made 
a mistake. When Hanna had gone 
through the campaign in Ohio and re- 
ceived the indorsement of the party, 
Mr. Shayne reversed his opinion and 
wrote him that he would do all in his 
power for him. 

When the intelligence of the finding 
of Boyce was conveyed to Hon. John 
Cc. Otis at his drug store at Sixth and 
Vine streets, he said: ‘Good, I am well 
pleased to hear that bit of news. So 
they have located him at last?’ 
“What have you to say iin the mat- 
er?’”’ 

“I don’t know what there is for me 
to say. Boyce’s statement I know 
nothing about. All I can say is to 
reiterate what I have already said re- 
garding the offer for my vote by that 
person,”’ 

“Boyce says, or, rather, Mr. Shayne 
says for him, that he knew you prior 
to his visit here?” | 

“That is untrue; I never knew him 
previous to his call upon me.” 

“What will be the effect of finding 
Mr. Boyce?” 

“I do not know, I wish, however, 
that he could be brought back and 
made to tell his story.”’ 

In the meantime measures .are ac- 
tively afoot to present to the grand jury 
of Hamilton and Franklin counties, the 
evidence offered before the committee, 
and indictments will undoubtedly be 
returned against Boyce and others, both 
in Columbus and Cincinnati.

TYRANNY. 


THE LECISLATIVE RULES OF THE 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


While They Serve to Register the 
Will ef the Majority, They Often 
Work Hardships—Rules Which 
Apply to the San Pedro Appro- 
priation. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Feb. 4.--Whether 
administered by Democrats or Republicans, 
the rules of the national House of Repre- 
sentatives are fearful and wonderful things, 
They seem to the tyro in legislation to be the 
instruments of tyranny and oppression, the 
means whereby the House curbs itself and 
delegates its authority to a small committee, 
whose reports it backs up by @ party ma- 
jority. 

And there is no doubt that this is true, and 
that the rules were devised for this very pur- 
pese, but it is also true, as ‘all those who 
have seen the House transform itself into a 
bear garden, well know, that these rules are 
absolutely necessary for the progress of legis- 

tion. 
go they curb the will of the major- 
ity, but oftener they register that will, al- 
though for sertein reasons the House would 
have preferred otherwise. There have been 
many complaints that Speaker Reed is a 
tyrant, but he is a tyrant who could at any 
time be overthrown if he had not a majority 
of the House behind him. 

One very necessary provision of the rules 
is that no new legislation can be added to 
an appropriation bill after it has been re- 
ported to the House. The object of this is | 


to prevent riders, and to save time. Before 
it was adopted the mest ridiculous proposi- 
tions would be put on appropriation bills, and 
the President would be forced to sign them 
all or see the apprepriations for the govern- 
mezxt fail. 

The application of these rules to the case 
of San Pedro can now be discussed. The ap- 
propriation for this is what is known as a 
continuing appropriation, Fifty thousand dol- 
lars haS been already appropriated in con- 
nection with the work, and the River and 
Harber Committee has now lost control of it 
‘to the Appropriations Committee, which each 
year provides for continuing contracts in the 
Sundry Civil Bill. If this bill is reported to 
the House without any mention of San Fedro, 
any amendment offered on the floor would come 
under the head of new legislation, and would 
be ruled out of order forthwith. Unless a 
provision goes on in the committee it cannot 
£0 on in the House at all. Hence the supreme 
importance of its insertien in the committee. 

The Senate can amend the bill in any way 
it soes fit, either on the floor of the chamber 
or in the committee room, as it has no rule 
against riders. Then the bill comes back to 
the House, which usually disagrees to the 


Senate amendments, and the bill goes to a 
conference committee, at which House and 
Senate are both represented. This con- 


ferente agrees on certain amendments, and 
reperts the bill back to the two respective 
houses. 

Now cach house must vote on this report 
as a whole. That is, each must aceept or 
refuse to accept it. Neither can accent part 
of it and refuse part. Uusually conference 
reports are accepted, especially those on appro- 
priation bills. Every member who has a pro- 
Visicn in the bill of interest to his Iccality 
favors their acceptance, and as most of these 
provisions are granted, there is always a 
majority in fgvor of acceptance. If San Pedro 
is put on in the Senate and refused tn the 
House, and if the conference committee 
knecks it out, it is unlikely that the Senate 
will refuse to accept the report until it is 
included. Why should Senators imperil their 
own propositions for the sake of California?

Secretary Wiggins Reviews in De- 
tail the Work of the Chamber. 
Financial Statement and Re- 
port of Membership. 


The annual meeting of the members 
of the Chamber of Commerce was held 
in th assembly-room of the chamber 
yesterday at 3 o'clock, when President 
Forman, the secretary and the chair- 
men of the various committees mare 
their annual reports, covering the past 
year, and also made recommendaticas 
for carrying on the work of the organi- 
zation in the future. 

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

The president’s report reviews the 
work of the chamber and the progress 
of the city; predicts a population of 
150,000 in 1900; alludes to the certainty 
that work will be begun soon at San 
Pedro; reports positive assurances that 
the Salt Lake Railroad will be built; 
congratulates the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association upon the 
establishment of the Hall of Industry; 
mentions the progress made in the 
beet-sugar industry; expresses hope of 
the immediate construction of the Nio- 
aragua Canal, and concludes’ with 
these recommendations, viz.: 

“This would seem to be an oppor- 
tune time to secure the establishment 
of a twelve-company military post in 
this vicinity. There is no post of much 
importance within 500 amiles of this 
city, and now that the frontier has 
been obliterated by the construction 
of the transcontinental railways it has 
become the policy of the government 
to abandon the small posts and concen- 
trate the troops into larger posts in 
the interest of economy and better dis- 
cipline. 

“IT think this chamber should also 
take up the matter of securing the re- 
turn to this city of the army head- 
quarters that were removed from here 
in 1895. Geographically this city is 
much the best location for the head- 
quarters. Many trains daily arrive 
from or leave for the principal posts 
of Arizona and New Mexico. It is a 
strategical point in a military sense, a 
cheaper market for supplies, and the 
most convenient for rapid movement 
of troops and supplies to posts in 
those Territories. 

“There are so many sound reasons 
that can be given to prove that it 
would be in the interest of economy 
and convenience for the government to 
have a twelve-company military post 
located in this vicinity, also to have 
the headquarters returned here, that 
there is little doubt that if the cham- 
ber should take these matters up with 
its usual vigor and persistence it could 
secure both of them.” 

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

From the report of Secretary and 
Superintendent Frank Wiggins, the 
following extracts are taken:

The actual income from dues shows 
@n increase of $406 and initiation fees 
$670 over last year. The reserve fund 
has been increased $947.88. While the 
expenditures show a decrease of only 
$32.84, the salary and labor account 
shows a decrease of $893.20. 

The chamber has expended more of 
its funds for printed matter than in 
any previous year. The item of post- 
age has also been greatly increased. 
Donations to fiesta and Order of Rail- 
way Conductors, building of floats, 
etc., are items charged to expenditures 
that should not be considered in the 
running expense of the organization. 
The inventory of 1897 shows a total of 
$13,686.35, a small gain over that of the 
previous year. 

During the year eighty-one members 
were dropped from the roll on account 
of resignations, deaths, removals or for 
non-payment of dues, and 218 new 
names were. added. The greatest num- 
ber appearing on the membership roll 
for the past year was 1013. The mem- 
bership now stands at an even thou- 
sand, making this organization the 
largest of its kind west of Chicago. 

The chamber’s correspondence has 
more than doubled over that of last 
year, the average daily mail being 
twenty to thirty letters, and from 
thirty to forty newspapers and circu- 
lars. On many days the letters of in- 
quiry run from seventy-five to one 


_ hundred; these have all been answered 


either by letter or pamphlet. These 
inquiriesare more intelligent than were 
the inquiries of a few years ago, show- 
ing that the information desired is by 
persons who are gradually becoming 
acquainted with our conditions and ad- 
vantages. 

The total nunrber of publications is- 
sued under the auspices of the chamber 
for the past twelve months is 216,000, 
as follows: Pamphlets and magazines, 
160,000; 25,000 circulars and cards, 31,000 
leafiets. One hundred and ten thousand 
of these deal with Southern California, 
the remainder with Los Angeles city 
and county, and the various products of 
Los Angeles county. In addition to its 
own matter the chamber has handled 
6000 publications from other Southern 
California counties, and 7500 copies of 
special editions of Los Angeles daily 
papers. 

The distribution of such quantities 
of literature is having a telling effect 
as is shown by the fact that the 
greater portion of the travel to the 
Coast is being booked for Southern Cal- 
ifornia. 

During the year the chamber sent 
delegates to the Pure Food Congress 
in San Francisco, to the Transmissippi 
Commercial Congress at Salt Lake, to 
the Irrigation Congress ip Lincoln, 
Neb.; to the Stockmen and Growers’ 
Convention at Denver, Colo., and a spe- 
cial delegation was sent to the Na- 
tional Educational Convention at Mil- 
waukee, for the purpose of inducing 
the convention to hold its meeting of 
1898 in this city. Washington, D. C., 
however, was the city chosen for the 
convention of 1898, and we have the 
promise for 1899. | 

Through the efforts of the chamber 
the Mexican government has estab- 
lished a Consulate in this city, and 
has appointed Maj. G. Andrade, Consul. 

Through the aid of the chamber both 
the railway mail service to and the 


service within the city | 
ave been greatly increased. 

During the campaign for increase of 
tariff on citrus fruits, the chamber's 
support was given in the interest of 
our growers, and had much weight in 
creating the tariff rate of 1 per cent. 

The local forecast office was estab- 
lished in this city April 22, through the 
aid of the chamber. 

The work mapped out years ago by 
the chamber on the San Pedro Harbor 
proposition has been vigorously pursued 
throughout the year. 

An invitation has been extended and 
accepted for holding the next Indian 
School Association Convention in this 
city. Invitations have also been ex- 
tended to the National Foréstry Asso- 
ciation and the American Pomological 
Association to hold their next annual 
‘meetings here, and the same are be- | 
ing favorably considered. 

The exposition work of the cham- 
ber this year, outside of the State, has 
been confined to Hamburg and Guate- 
mala. 

The three bills asking appropriations 
for the Omaha, Nashville and Paris 
expositions, prepared by the chamber 
and presented to the last Legislature, 
failed to pass. It has been definitely 
settled that Los Angeles county will 
make an exhibit at the Omaha exposi- 
tion regardless of State aid. 

The exhibit at the State Board af 
Trade rooms in San Francisco has been | 
regularly supplied with fresh exhibits | 
during the past year. 

The exhibit in the Chamber of Com- 
merce querters has been kept up to

The 
register shows 42,000 ‘names, making 
the very conservative estimate that 
one visitor in four registers, we had a 
yearly attendance of at least 1(%.000 
people, from every quarter of the 
globe.

Southern 
California has made Steady progress 


during the past year. The indus 

has been greatly helped by the steady 
Supply of cheap fuel, in tne shape of 
petroleum, which is now sold at $1 per 
barrel of forty-two gallons’ a price 
Which is equivalent to, $3.50 per ton for 
steam coal. At this rate Los Angeles 
manufacturers are on an even footing 
With those of many of the great manu- 
facturing cities of the country, having 
in addition the advantage of a climate 
Which permits of outdoor work the 
and which obviates 

ecessity of expensiv ro 

against the weather. 

A still cheaper power, in the shape 
of electricity, brought from tlhe moun- 
tain streams of this section, will soon 
be available for our manufacturers. 
One power-house is now in course of 
construction in Los Angeles, and work 
is under way on a second similar en- 
terprise, while several more are pro- 
jected. It may be safely stated that 
not less than 2000 horse power from 
water sources in adjacent mountains 
will be delivered for distribution within 
this city before the end of 1898. 

The rapid development of the mining 
industry in Southern California and 
adjacent Territories has greatly ine | 
creased the demand for mining machin- 
ery, much of which is now being sup- 
plied from this city. Almost every de- 
scription of mining machinery is now 
made in Los Angeles, and can be sup- 
plied at prices lower than those 
charged in San Francisco. 

Another industry that has done much 
to encourage manufacturing in Los 
Angeles during the past year is that of 
building. Our manufacturers now turn 
out almost every variety of building. 
material, and there is every encourage- 
ment to believe that such material as 
is now imported from the East will 
saon be made here. Brick has been in 
such demané during the past year that 
prices have advanced from $1 to $2 per 
thousand. 

The oil fields of the city and sur- 
rounding country, while furnishing 
cheap fuel for our manufacturers, have, 
in their turn, created a demand for 
much machinery, all of which is sup- 


plied here. New oil fields are being 
steadily developed in outside territory. 
Prof. Watts of the State Mining Bu- 
reau, recently expressed the opinion 
that not one-fifth of the oil territory 
in this section had yet been developed. 

Many small industries, employing in 
the aggregate a large number of men, 
have been started during the past year. 
Among others may be mentioned sev- 
eral new establishments for the pick- 
ling of olives and the manufacturing 
of olive oil. Several new creameries, 
an organ factory, a new cigar-box fac- 
tory, a wash-board factory, factories 
for the manufacture of flavoring ex- 
tracts, baking powder, citric acid, clam 
juice and clam chowder and many 


facture of fertilizers is in course of. 


erection near Los Angeles. A new 
brewery will soon be built in East Los 
Angeles, and another flouring mill is 
to be built in this city. 

The first season of the beet-sugar 
factory at Alamitos proved very suc- 
cessful. Work has commenced on a 
still larger beet-sugar factors near 
Hueneme, in Ventura county, and. a 
fourth sugar factory is to be built in 
Santa Maria, in Santa Barbara county. 
Negotiations are on foot for the con- 
struction of several other beet-sugar 
factories in Southern California, one 
or more of which will doubtless ma- 
terialize during the present year. 

Several inquiries have heen made of 
your committee during the past year 
in regard to a glass factory in this sec- 
tion. The project is a perfectly feasible 
one, glass having already been made 
here, about ten years ago, in an exper- 
imental run with sand dug within the 
city limits. Most of the inquiries ask 
for a subsidy or a bonus to start such 
of which plan your com- 


_mittea does not approve, as the subsidy 


plan has seldom proved successful in 
other places where it has been tried. 

There is a good opening in this sec- 
tion for a tannery, with machinery 
that could utilize the tanning plant 
eanaigre, which is successfully raised 
here. 

It is estimated that 15,000 to 17,000

OFFICIAL BULLETIN CONCERNING 
CALIFORNIA FRUITS. 


— & 


State Board of Trade Advises Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson That 
the Original Reports of the De- 
partment’s “Bulletin No. 6” 
Were Incorrect. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson has appointed By J, Wickson 
horticulturist at the Berkeley, Gal.,» exper!- 
ment station, to make an investing of the 
adaptability of the various sections of Cali- 
fornia fo various fruits. The report which 
will be made to the department by Mr. Wick- 
son will be used in the revision of Bulletin 
No. 6 of the division of pomology, otherwise 
known as “The Catalogue of Fruits Recom- 
mended for Cultivation in the Various Sec- 
tions of the United States.’’ 

This is the bulletin about which the Califor- 
nia fruit-growers expressed so much dis- 
pleasure. 

Secretary Wilson tcday rece'ved the follow- 
ing letter from the San Francisco Board of 
Trade, concerning this publication: 

“My Dear Sir: The report telegraphed by 
the Associated Press to the papers of Calif:r- 
nia regarding the contents and representations 
of Bulletin No. 6, issued from the pomological 
division of the Department of Agriculture, 
created quite a furore here and provoked some 
adverse and many savage criticisms. Some of 
our leading pomologists resorted to the press 
to vent their feelings, and a few went so far 
as to charge your department with inexcusable 
ignorance. It was stated in ‘the said d spatch 
that no oranges were grown in California, in 
the face of the fact that our annual output 
of this product is approximately ten thousand 
cars. 

“It was stated that only two or three ‘varie- 
ties of granes do well here, in spite of. the 
fact that our annual export of raisins is about 
thirty-five hundred cars, and that we make 
annually from twenty to twenty-five million 
gallons of wine. 

“Tt was stated that no nuts were grown in 
California, while as a matter of fact nearly 
all varieties of food nuts thrive here in per- 
fection. 

“In the face of this showing, it is not sur- 
prising that Californians were rather indig- 


nant. 

“The State Board of Trade, however, before 
venturing upon a criticism, sent for copies of 
the bulletin, and on receipt of same made a 
careful examination of the contents. Our 
board was pleased and rather agreeably sur- 
prised to find that the errors attributed to 
said publication in the telegraphic dispatches 
were not contained in the book, except in 
matters of secondary importance. 

‘‘Pineapples do not thrive here and Japanese 
persimmons do well, otherwise the showing 
of the bulletin is substantially correct, and 
gives California a reasonably fair representa- 


tion. 

“After its investigation of the bulletin, the 
State Board of Trade adopted the following 
resolution: 

‘* ‘Resolved, by the State Board of Trade. 
after having examined Bulletin No. 6, that 
the impression prevailing in California con- 
cerning the statements made therein is erro- 
reous, and that its representation regarding 
the charecter and capacity of California for 
the production of fruits and nuts is approx- 
imately true.’ 

‘‘The State board regrets very much that the 
hasty criticism cccurred, but it is always 
anxious to do you and others justice.’’ 


Three Whitticr Escapes Reported.

INTERNATIONAL LOAN AND TRUST 
SCHEME IN TROUBLE. 


Lottery Business Conducted by In- 
gwenicus Evasion and Pretense 
of “Debenture” Bonds — About 
Done in Los Angeles and Being 
Investigated in Denver. 


The International Loan and Trust 
Company has been playing in hard 
luck, and, if indications do not belie it, 
the organization is on the eve of dis- 


solution. 

It started out in 1896 to do a real 
estate and financial business upon 
original lines, and its efforts were not 
appreciated. Fundamentally the plan 
was to give people something for noth- 
ing, and the people being filled with

As it developed, the -— 
pany has confined its attention solely 
to disposing of its debentuyes and, in 
the exercise of its prerogative a 
its articles of incorporation, it 
to issue these debentures in mont y 
series for the nominal amount of $ 
each. Any one inveigied into the 
scheme bound himself to buy each 
month a debenture bond, and upon 
certain of these debentures advances 
would be made by way of loan, the lat- 
ter being ostensibly secured 1t0 
company by @ note or notes given by 
the persons receiving the loan. But 
this was an evasion merely, ani the 
loans were really intended to be ‘zifte, 
prizes, or winnings ‘to the purchasers 
of the debentures holding positions in 
the series entitling them to a loan and 
prize and the notes were just so much 
waste paper. In fact, instead of being 
termed “debentures,” the bonds issued 
might more truly be termed lottery 
bonds, for the lucky winners were to 
be determined solely by chance. 

Shortly after the International Loan 
and Trust Company opened up business 
in the Byrne Block,considerable invest- 
ment was made by the public in the 

ebentures. Chauncey Neale’s social 
affiliations stood him in good et , and 
séme of the most prominent citizens 
plunked in their good money and 
bucked chance at a debenture game, 
when they would have thrown up their 


“bucking the tiger,”’ at faro, or sitting 
down to a quiet game of “draw. 
Among those who became interested 
in Neale’s business was W. W. Norris, 
who at later date married Miss Mary 
Banning, and went East. So enamored, 
indeed, did he become with the deben- 
ture scheme that a switch-around took 
place among the officers, and Norris 


became president of the company, while 
Neale went East to appoint agencies 
in the Southern States. He did it, too. 

But meantime some of the debenture- 


Cc. H. Hastings brought suit against 
the company to restrain them from 
carrying on the lottery feature of the 
business. That was a blow aimed prac- 
tically at ‘tthe very existence of the 
company, and rather than let the 
courts pass upon the legality of the 
debenture proposition the matter with 
Mrs. Hastings was compromised. Since 
then the eompany went along swim- 
mingly until Norris went Bast. Before 
leaving he handed over his stock to R. 
Zellner, who became president of the 
company, though really only holding 
the stock in trust; W. G. Barnwell be- 
came vice-president, and R. B. Dick- 
inson, secretary. 

Just previous to the opening of the 
Compton trial Attorney W. H. Shinn, 
representing Compton, moved the court 
that a continuance be granted his client 
for a few days to permit the arrival 
in the city of Chauncey K. Neale. Affi- 
davits were filed which went to show 
that Compton could prove by Neale 
that the forged signature to the deed, 
purporting to transfer lot 1 in the Daly 
tract, had been made by J. H. Shields, 
and that the defendant was not pres- 
ent at the time. Attorney Shinn in- 
formed the court that Judge Hatch of 
‘the law firm of Hatch & Miller, repre- 
senting the International Loan and 


that Neale was expected in the city 
within three days. Deputy District At- 
torney McComas, however, intimated 
to the court that Mr. Norris had told 
him that he expected to meet his sub- 
ordinate, Neale, in Chicago in about 
three days, and on this showing the 
motion for a continuance was denied. 
At present Neale is inthe 
looking after the affairs of the 
company, and in doing that is 
likely to have his. hands full, 
for the law officers at Denver have had 
their attention drawn to the matter, 
and there is trouble ahead for that 
agency. Meantime, however, the head. 
quarters of the company in this city 
are, apparently, under. the. hats of the 
Officers. The offices were moved from 
the Byrne Block to the new Gardner & 
Zellner building, but they gave up 
these offices on the first of the month, 
and are retaining possession, as it is 
explained, for only temporary purposes,

LET DOWN EASY. 


Justice Deals Leniently With False 
Fire-alarm Fiends. 


The alleged false-fire-alarm fiends, 
A. H. Brown and Henry Neath,; ap- 
peared before Justice Morrison yester- 
day afternoon to learn their fate at the 
hands of the court. A verdict of. not 
guilty was entered in the case of 
Neath.

He wanted to 
take an appeal, but his attorney: ad- 
vised him to let well enough alone, as

fail to do so a bench warrant for his 
rearrest will be issued. 

In deciding the case, the court took 
into consideration the affair at the 
Lc lmont-avenue chemical engine house 
on the night of February 4, only. This 
merely showed boisterous conduct on 
the part of Brown in crying a false 
alarm of fire and then offering to treat 
the firemen with whisky. Evidence 
concerning false alarms alleged to have 
been rung in by Brown and Neath on 
divers occasions was not considered, as 
the facts were not covered by the alle- 
gations in the complaint on which the 
men were being tried. Had this evi- 
dence been admissible, the defendants 
would probably not have escaped so 
easily. The fact that Brown has a wife 


and three children dependent on him| 


for a living further inclined the court 
toward leniency in fixing the penalty.

COUNTERFEIT NATIONAL BANK 
NOTES. The following complete list 
ef all counterfeits on the national 
banks that have been presented at the 
United States Treasury Department, 
which list is said to embrace all that 
are in circulation, is taken from Dick- 


erman’s Counterfeit Detector, which 
says. 

National bank notes are divided 
into three classes, as follows: First, 
the old series, bearing the small star- 
pointed seal, and signed by E. 
Spinner as Treasurer, second, the se- 
ries of 1875, hearing the scalloped seal, 
and signed by John C. New, A. Us 
Wyman and James Gilfillan as treas- 
urers: third, the series of 1882, bearing 
the large seal (chocolate color,) and 


signed by James Gilfillan, A. U. Wy- 
man anda'c. N. Jordan as treasurers, 
All of these series have been counfter- 
feited. All notes Known as the old 
series (having the star-pointed seal) 
were printed on plain bank-note pa- 
per. The series of 1875 and 1882*% are 
printed on fiber paper. The series of 
1875 have the charter number printed 
in large bold-face figures on each end 
of the note. The series of 1882. have the 
charter number printed in large figures 
on the note, and engraved in small fig- 
ures surrounding the face of note; 


back of note, the eg number is 
printed in large figu in green panel 
center of note. All notes have the 
check letters A, B, C, D, printed on 
the face of note in upper and lower 
corners, diagonally opposite. A few 


hanks have been furnished with notes 
bearing FE. F, G. H, of which E, G and 
H have never been counterfeited. All 
national bank notes upon which @ 
counterfeit is reported in circulation 
may be taken as good, provided the 
signatures of register and treasurer 
differ from.those given in this list; 
and. all notes mav be taken where the 
signatures are the same, provided the 
check letter is different. 

“Photographic notes are not danger- 
ous, as no invention has been perfected 
by which the various colors on a note 
can be produced. When a genuine 
note is photorranhed, the colors upon 
the counterfeit, originally, appear in 
black, the numbers and seals on the 
notes being in red colors. It has been 
necessary, in order to imitate them ver- 
fectly, to color by hand in various 
ways. On the first counterfeits that 
appeared of this class the work was 
done in a careless manner, the tints 
produced being a bad color, the black 
underneath showing through. On the 
recent counterfeits that have ap- 
peared, the tints of the seals and num- 
bers are excellent, and nearly as good 
as the genuine, but the general ap- 
pearance of the notes is so bad that an 
ordinary person “handling money can 
readily detect them. This class of 
counterfeits hear various numbers, and 
the numbers cannot be relied upon 
as a means of detection.” \ 


COMMERCIAL. 

CALIFORNIA FRUIT IN PHILA- 
DELPHIA. The Philadelphia Ledger 
of the 4th inst. states that California 
fruit sales have become quite a Thurs- 
day feature a e Grocers’ and Im- 
porters’ Exchange. The Ledger says: 

“The fourth sale since the introduc- 
tion of this movement took place yes- 
terday, at which time upward of ten 
tons ofefruit were disposed of, at prices 
that aggragated fully $4000. 

“There were some special lots, com- 
prised of 1144 boxes of raisins, 55 boxes 
of apricots, 86 boxes of nectarines, 767 
boxes of prunes, 150 boxes of peaches 
and 35 sacks, together with 2237 pack- 
ages of assorted California dried fruits. 
The goods are forwarded by the Cali- 
fornia producers, and are being sold as 
experiment. 

“The fruit sold yesterday was gath- 
ered in September, first shipments east 
being made in October, all coming from 
the lower counties, with Los Angeles 
and Fresno as the shipping points. 

“It is interesting to mark the Sys- 
tematic way in ‘which the actual quan- 
tity of a given box is told. The best 
varieties of prunes run forty to fifty to 
the pound, and the smaller varieties 
run seventy to eighty, which in one lot 
yesterday of 767 packages gave 65,174 
singles prunes. 

“A carload of the fruit means about 
ten tons, and there were nearly five 
carloads disposed of, there being fully 
100 members of the exchange at the 
sale, the latter being over in twenty- 
five minutes.” 


AMERICAN GOODS IN EUROPE. 
The prospects of America for securing 
a commercial foothold in Europe, or 
maintaining such foothold are consid- 
ered in an interesting Way by Mr. 
Mason, the Consul-General of the 
United States at Frankfort. After a 
consideration of the various measures 
which have been brought forward in 
continental countries, particularly in 
Germany, looking to a limitation of the 
encroachments of American enterprise 
on European markets, he reaches the 
conclusion that as regards food prod- 
ucts there can be no successful com- 
bination to make the cost of those 
products greater, notwithstanding the 
strong agrarian agitation which has 
been a noteworthy feature for some 
time past. As regards manufacturers, 
Mr. Mason says that America has been 
making inroads in Europe beyond the 
common knowledge, and he holds that 


economical production with the high- 
est wages has passed from the old 
world to the new. He instances shoes, 
steel and iron in various forms, min- 
ing and electrical machinery, bicycles, 
sewing machines, lathes, milling ma- 
chines, and tools as among the articles 
in which the United States competes 
successfully with Europe. 


KLONDIKE TRADE. Those who 
think they can do better in the line of 
outfitting for the Klondike on Puget 
Sound should read the following, which 
is from a recent issue of the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin of Commerce: 

“Some who have returned from Dyea 
and Skaguay are loud in their com- 
plaints as to the quality of clothing sold 
in Puget Sound to miners and others 
hastening north. J. A. Lacey, the lum- 
ber-dealer, No. 22 Market street, who 
has just returned from Dyea and 
Sound cities, reports that it is really 
deplorable to see how the unwary pros- 
pectors are being fleeced by irrespon- 
sible storekeepers, who make two or 
three profits on worthless goods. Mr. 
Lacey says that some of the outfits 
sold up North are wholly unfit for 
such a journey at this season of the 
year. It is safe to say that the goods, 
in many instances, will be worn out 
before Dawson is reached. 

“It is also said that some of the 
cheaper retail stores of this city are 
doing: the same thing. The matter, 
however, is one which’ should be 
stopped. There is no safety except in 
purchasing from honest dealers, and 
there are enough of them in this city.” 


BEEF CATTLE SCARCE. The pros- 
pects for substantial rise _ in the 
prices of beef in Southern California 
are very good. So say those who do 
the buying in the cattle ranches of Ari- 
zona for this part of the country. The 
Riverside Enterprise says: 
“Fred Eichler, who is buyer for J. C. 
Stege, the wholesaler of this city, and 
who has just returned from Arizona 
with several carloads of beef cattle, 
says that good beef is growing very 
scarce out there, and that it won’t be 
long before the dealers will have to 
raise the price to consumers. 
“When out after stock this last time 
Mr. Eichler found i: difficult to get 
what cattle he wanted, and he says 
that the next and every succeeding 
trip is going to be worse. Mr. Stege 
himself is out on the Arizona cattle 
ranges at the present time looking over 
the range just to size the situation up 
as it really is.’’ 
CALIFORNIA WINE BUSINESS. 
The San Francisco Post, in a recent 
issue, thus comments on the condition 
of the wine industry in this State: 
“The wine-making industry of Cali- 
fornia is one of the most important in 
the State. According to statistics gath- 
ered the value of the viticultural inter- 
est, including land devoted to wines, 
with cooperages, cellars, packing- 
houses, etc., is shown to aggregate $85,- 
000,000. The yearly production of the 
vine-growers shows in another way the 
importance of the business. In 1897 
the value of the dry wines made in this 
State will, it is estimated, amount to 
$25,500,000; brandy, $1,000,000; sweet 
wines, $5,000,000; wine grapes, $75,000; 
— grapes, $72,000; table grapes, $10,- 


“It would seem that a business which 
yields results such as these should be 
managed harmoniously. An interest so 
great ought to be characterized by the 
utmost unity and solidity of action. It 
is always difficult for them to see 
clearly a way to yield anything for a 
rival, and more difficult for them to 
perceive profit in the prosperity of 
everybody. The average man, in other 
words, rarely looks beyond his own 
nose. 

“But the wine-makers have sufficient 
at stake to induce them to take a 
broad view of the situation in which 
they find themselves. It is not only 
to the interest of the State, but it is 
necessary for the preservation of ‘their 
property that they should combine 
their prejudices and act for the gen- 
eral good. In union there is strength. 
In division there can be nothing but 
loss and disaster.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

BOATS IN DEMAND. Owing to 
the great demand for boats for 
Alaska, several of the steamers plying 
between Seattle and Tacoma have been 
taken off and put into the Alaska 
trade. The demand for boats has been 
on the increase for several months. 
and the owners of schooners are be- 
seiged with letters of would-be pur- 
chasers. The San Diego Sun says: 

“Five different companies are nego- 
tiating for the schooner Gen. McPher- 
son, now on her way from the gulf to 
this port. 

“A letter has also been received by 
the Coronado Beach Company from a 
Portland syndicate offering to pur- 
chase the ferry-boat Silver Gate, now 
lying idle here. 

“N. P. Rouland has also received 
letters from northern companies ask- 
ing him to send them a list of all ves- 
sels from 75 to 1000 tons, as’ they 


wished to charter or purchase. 

“The sloop Impossible will make one 
more trip to the lower coast for 
guano, and then Capt. Martin, her 


owner, will take a cargo of freight to 
Dyea. 

“The tug Santa Fé towed the bark- 
entine Retriever to the Coronado wharf 
today. She will discharge sixty piles 
for the Coronado Beach Company. 
Capt. Bogan became worried today 
and sent for Agent Oleson of the Sea- 
men’s Union, requesting him to be sure 
and have a full crew for his vessel 
when she was ready to sail next week. 
The demand for sailors is on the in- 
crease, and the local agent is kept

STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—R. G. Dunn and 
Co’s., weekly review of trade will say in 
it# issue of tomorrow that business is push. 
ing toward spring activity rather early. 
Events which have controlled are good buy- 
ing of iron by the largest makers, the rise 

in, cotton twith strength in goods, 
great railway consolidations and the Cuban 
insurrection. The latter, with its possl- 
bilities, operates as a brake on speculation, 
‘and foolishness of local traders gave for- 
eigners a much-desired opportunityeto buy 
stocks on balance, about forty-five thou- 
sand shares. January earnings $38,017,417, al- 
ready reported, are 16.6 per cent. better than 
last year, and 9.5 better than in 1897 show- 
ing the best month in six years at least, and 
February returns thus far are promising. 
The output of pig iron in February was 
229,893 tons weekly, the largest in the his- 
tory of thé business, but the reported buy- 
ing of 130,000 tons Bessemer iron by the 
Carnegie company and 100,000 by another 
of the largest steel concerns, nevertheless, 
means deeision by the ablest manufacturers, 
that the unprecedented output of pig 
will soon prove too small for the growing 
demands for finished products. The Illinois 
Steel Company has contracted for 1,000,000 
tons of Bessemer ore and producers of other 
ranges count upon an advance in prices. 
Bessemer pig rose to 10.15 and grey forge 
to 9.00 at Pittsburgh, with finished prod- 
ucts generally stronger and in large demand 
at this season. Rail contracts already cover 
it is said, more than last year’s production, 
the railways buying earlier than usual. Bar 
contracts for cars, wagons, agricultural im- 
plements and other manufactures are heavy 
at the West, structural contracts there are 
very numerous and at the East large with 
50,000 tons estimated for New York build- 
ings alone this year, while plate and sheet 
contracts for the season are unprecedentd. 
January was one of the biggest months in 
Connellsville coke output, 623,975 tons, and 
furnace continued at the same price. Tin 
rose ‘to 14 cents, in spite of heavy shipments, 
and copper to 11 cents or better for lake 
in spite of enormous American production. 
The rise in cotton, 3-16 of a cent, for the 
week, results in part from better pros- 
pects for manufacture her@*and abroad, but 
only in part. The actual movement shows 
no change of consequence, but prices of 
goods have a stronger tone. With the bet- 
ter tone prevailing this manufacture should 
soon feel the heavy demand which other 
industries are meeting. Wool sales at the 
chief cities were only 5,303,200 pounds for 
the weck and 11,664,600 for two weeks against 
22,721,600 last year. Prices are still strong 
in spite of the general indifference of man- 
ufacturers who seem to have secured ample 
supplies. For the better grades of woolen 
goods an advance averaging 17.50 per cent. 
advance from last year is readily maintained. 
The opening of works idle for a year in 
spite of the heavy production already as- 
sured, is a striking feature in this, as in the 
iron and other industries and implies heav- 
ier demands for products than are now met 
by the unprecedented output. Wheat has 
been strong, with spot advancing 2 cents and 
May 2% cents, though Western receipts have 
been for two weeks 5,536,178 bushels against 
3,317,975 last year, but Atlantic exports have 
been 5,274,438 bushels, flour included, against 
4,026,596 in two weeks last year, with Pa- 
cific exports large. Corn exports are also 
surprisingly sustained, 7,164,768 against 
7,823,865 last year, and the price has ad- 
vanced a trifle. It is yet too early for pros- 
pects of a coming crop to influence markets 
materially, and heavy operations at Chicago 
with reported sales of 1,000,000 bushels for 
export on Thursday have deterred specu- 
lative selling. Business shown by bank clear- 
ings is again larger than ever before, 54.7 
larger than last year for the week and for 
the month to date 44.3 per cent. larger than 
last year, and 16.6 per cent. larger than in 
1892.

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that a number of favorable cir- 
cumstances and events present themselves 
this week. Perhaps the most notable of these 
are the renewed activity in the iron and steel 
market, accompanied by prompt and even 
rapid advances in several grades of pig iron 
and steel, and the advance in the price of 
raw cotton, long predicted but unrealized un- 
til the present week. What might be regarded 
as a minor feature in the business situation, 
though at the same time containing much that 
is hopeful to the interest involved, is a quite 
general improvement in distributive trade and 
demand in the Central West, and in the South, 
where spring trade is reported opening in 
good shape. Less favorable features of the 
week are the slowness of spring trade in dry 
goods at New York and other eastern centers, 
excent Boston, and the mild weather in the 
Northwest, rendering it likely that retailers’ 
stocks carried over will be larger than 
earlier expected. Although the advance in 
cotton has been claimed to be too rapid, it 
has undoubtedly imparted a much more cheer- 
ful tone to the southern business situation, 
and, with the advance in iron and steel, has 
done much to add to the confidence with 
which the trade outlook for 1898 is regarded. 
Business failures continue to make favorable 
comparisons with previous weeks and years, 
the total for the week just ended being 278, 
against 295 last week, 301 in the correspond- 
ing week of 1897, and 381 in this week of 
1896. Canadian failures for the week number 
hl, against 42 last week, but compare with 54 
in this week a year ago, and 70 in the corre- 
sponding week of 1896. Wheat exports fall 
slightly below last week's reduced total, ag- 
gregating for the week 3,419,504 bushels, 
against 3,635,000 bushels last week, 2,051,000 
bushels in the corresponding week of 1897, 
and 2,718,000 bushels in 1896. Corn exports 
show a gain, amounting as they do to 4.508,- 
100, against 4,104,000 bushels last week, 4,169,- 
000 bushels in this week last year. Bank 
clearings continue to point to an immense 
business doing in the country at large, in 
a total aggregating .vur the week $1,434,000,000, 
less than 2 per cent. smaller than last week, 
92 per cent. larger than in the corresponding 
week last year, and 58 per cent. larger than 
this week in 1896. 

Bradstreet’s financial review tomorrow will 
say that after a moderate depression on the 
Cuban ‘developments early in the week, the 
stock market regained its bullish tone and 
showed further advancing tendencies. More 
or less liquidation of long stock was caused 
by a renewal of Cuban agitation in the Sen- 
ate, and the incidents connected with the 
retirement of the Spanish Minister at Wash- 
ington, and an unsettled feeling was preva- 
lent. At the same time the market seemed 
to be ripe for such a movement, large 
amounts of stocks having passed into weak 
hands, leaving the market in a condition in 
which even a slight reaction would have a 
beneficial effect.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—There was profit- 
taking on quite a heavy scale on stocks to- 
day, said to be for the account of one of 
the principal bull operators. The interval of 
two days before trading will- be resumed on 
the exchange was the motive for closing up 
accounts, as is always the case on the eve of 
a double holiday.

Metro- 
politan Street Railway continued its remark- 
able advance, rising at one time points and 
closing 2 points below the highest. Third ave- 
nue was up at one time 6% points on the an- 
nouncement of the acquisition of-a large con- 
necting system. The stock, however, reacted 
3 points before the close. Some of the notable 
recent advances were due to the rumored 
pendency of plans for the distribution of the 
surplus reserves to the credit of some of the 
gilt-edged properties. The prevailing abun- 
dance of money is said to make the case of 
these surplus funds increasingly burdensome. 
Such a property is Pullman, which advanced 
an additional point today, but reacted two 
points in closing dealings.

The critical outcome of the inci- 
dent was accepted in Wall street, induced 
large covering of short contracts by these 
same Washington sellers, and the market ral- 
lied strongly on Thursday, but this rise was 
attributed by some persons to manipulation.

That the market is 
heavily overbought for speculative account 
looked to be ultimately sold for profits ts 
generally believed. That the general public 
has not thus far been induced to come into 
the market and absorb these long lines in any 
volume is indicated by the disregard of cur- 
rent news manifested by the market. The 
enormous demand for all grades of dividend 
and interest-paying securities not already ad- 
vanced to prohibitive figures shows the large 
amount of money seeking investment, and af- 
fords great material support to the more 
purely speculative department of the market. 
The plethoric condition of the money market 
and the cheapness of rates tends to lessen 
the return on investment securities also by 
raising the price. Increases in railroad earn- 
ings and promises of added profits by consoli- 
dations and refundings are discounted in 
proportionate rises in the prices soon’ 
after being announced. The buying of 
stocks on the New York Exchange for Lon- 
din account has been heavy during the week, 
the demand for Americans having been quite 
active at London and at other foreign centers. 
Besides the record transactions there are re- 
ports of very heavy blocks of securities hav- 
ing passed to the hands of European holders 
at private sales from the hands of reorgan- 
ization in this country. In view of this ab- 
sorption of American. securities abroad, the 
upward tendency of the foreign exchange 
market during the week is somewhat contra- 
dictory, but the easier rates for money here 
have been attended by a stiffening of dis- 
count rates abroad, and this has naturally in- 
duced the with-holding of exchange in order 
to draw the high interest rate abroad. Deal- 
ings in the bond department of the “market 
has continued on an unprecedented scale dur- 
ing the’ week. The speculative issues have 
moved at times in sympathy with the reac- 
tion in stocks, but prices are materially 
higher all around.

Liverpool was 
yerv strong, early cables showing %d ad- 
vance, and later advices showed that market 
1@1%d up. Private cables said the strength 
was on consumptive demand and light supply. 
Liverpool has received but 272,000 bushels in 
six days, not much over a third of the weekly 
consumptive demand. Argentine shipments 
for the week were 712,000 bushels, much less 
than generally expected. After advancing to 
98c, the market eased off somewhat. There 
was a let-up ‘n the urgent demand, with the 
usual selling by people who have been play- 
ing for a break, and May reacted to 97%; then 
for an hour the prive moved between 97% and 
98. most of the time being about 97%. After 
that the market again became active and very 
strong. Late cablegrams brought liberal buy- 
ing orders to the seaboard, and about an 
hour from the close here it was stated that 
seventy boatloads had been taken for export. 
A considerable portion was from Philadelphia 
and Baltimore. Three steamers chartered 
were supposed to be for Leiter’s grain.

Mr. Thompson says that on 
account of the difficulty in getting vessels 
for lumber transportation, it will probably 
require three months in which to get the 
material on the ground for the construction 
of the wharf.

OF A LEGISLATIVE ACT, 


County Surveyor Seeks to Recover 
Sniary Under an Old Act—Doard 
of Public Works Meets—Attach- 
ments Force a Failure.

SAN DINGO, Feb. 11.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The case of County Surveyor 
R. M. Vail vs the County of San Diego was 
taken up yesterday in Department One of 
the Superior Court on the defendant's demur- 
rer to the plaintiff's complaint. The suit 
is brought to recover $960, alleged to be due 
for services as County Surveyor, and attacks 
the validity of the act passed by the Legis- 
lature in 1897, fixing the compensation of 
county Officials. 

Under this act the compensation allowed 
the surveyor in San Diego county is $2000 
per annum, but Mr. Vail prefers to get his 
Pay under the act of 1893, which provides 
that the County Surveyor shall be allowed 
$10 per diem and expenses. 

The case is a very important one, and upon 
it hinges matters of grave importance to 
other counties in the State.

Olden Times in Santa Barbara.

~ of the firm of Keen & Hubbard,

for two years, beginning on 
May 24, 1855, published the Gazetie, 
the first ‘newspaper issued in this 


county. 

Mr. Hubbard turned over the files of 
the neatly-printed, able Httle weekly 
with a number of the Press force yes- 
terday, and talked entertainingly of 
his early experiences. 

“There was no paper in this county 
at the time,” he eaid, ‘‘and none in 
San Luis Obispo. We were promised) 
the county and legal advertisements! 
of the two counties, and prepared for, 
the experiment. The town was very 
Spanish. State street was the only 
highway regularly laid out. There 
was no pier, and we landed our press, 
type and supplies through the surf in 
a small boat, narrowly escaping ship- 
wreck. News was only procurable by 
the steamer which made the port from 
San Francisco about every other week, 
and local news was even harder to 
gather than at present. An occasional 
arrest of an Indian and his confine- 
ment in the calaboosge was almost the 
only incident. Our.,office was on De la 
Guerra square, and erowds of curious 
people collected to sée the paper 
printed.”’ 

Turning over ‘the initial numbers, 
one is surprised at the events abroad 
—the Crimean war, the career of 
Louis Napoleon III, and nearer home 
the Vigilant Committee in San Fran- 
cisco, were the topics of interest. 

At home we find that Judge Fer- 
nald presided in the Superior Court: 
that Russell Heath was Sheriff, Judge 
Charles E. Huse, District Attorney, 
and Gen. Jcsé Carrillo Mayor of the 


city, succeeding Sefior Pablo de la 
Guerra in that office. The total vote 
cast for Mayor in 1855 was 150. For 
some eight months the editorial and 
news items were repninted in a Spanish 
page, but this was finally discontin- 
ued, the editor giving his reason for 
the step in the following: “If it (the 
Spanish page) has not been of advan- 
tage to them (the Spanish population) 
they can console themselves with the 
reflection that up to the present mo- 
ment it has not added one jot to their 
expenses. Adios!”’ 

Evidently the enterprise did not ap- 
peal to the old settlers, for a year later, 
“they look with decided disfavor upon 
every innovation which tends in the 
slightest degree to alter the old heridi- 
tary régime and policy which existed 
here under the Mexican government, 
and which, indeed, have not been very 
easentially modified by the change of 
sovereignty.” 

In 1856, the assessed value of the 
county Was $1,046,975, and the tax rate 
$1.624% per hundred. At this time the 
county was burdened with a debt of 
nearly $20,000, which “rested like an in- 
cubus upon it and seriously embar- 
a the exercise of its proper func- 
tions.”’ 

Gold mines at Santa Ynez were re- 
ported from time to time, as at pres- 
ent, and the discovery of the yellow 
metal on Anacapa Island is also set 
forth. 

San Luis Obispo is from time to time 
heard from, principally because the 
mail steamers for nearly a year neg- 
lected to call at that port.

MORE RIOTS IN PARIS. 


ANTI-SEMITIC FEELING CAUSES AN 
ATTACK ON A SHOP. 


During the Zola Trial Evidence is 
Presented by a Military Oficer 
Telling of Esterhazy’s Question- 
able Correspondence, 


[ASSOCIATED I’RESS DAY REPORT. ] 

PARIS, Feb. 11.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) There were the usual crowds 
about the doors of the Assizes Court 
of the Seine when the fifth day of the 
trial of M. Zola and M. Perrieux com- 
Zola and Perrieux were 
greeted with hostile cries when they 
arrived. The court was thronged.: The 
proceedings opened with Gen. Pellieux 
on the stand. 

Gen. Pellieux testified that Gen. Saus- 
sier,.former military governor of Paris, 
desired a public trial for Maj. Ester- 
hazy, but Gen. Billot, the Minister 
for War, ordered that the trial be 
secret. Nevertheless, the witness 
added, the court-martial refused to 
keep the entire proceedings secret, 
therefore it was impossible. to contend 
that Maj. Esterhazy was acquitted by 


brder of the authorities. 


On Gen. Pellleux taking the stand, 
M. Zola said: “There are several 
ways of serving France, Ycu, General, 
made your campaign; but I will be- 
queath to posterity the name of Emile 
Zola, and posterity will be my judge.” 

Col. Picquart was called, and nar- 
rated how he found the fragments of 
a telegraphic card in 1896, and con- 
cluded therefrom that Esterhazy wes 
corresponding with suspicious parties. 

ZOLA HOOTED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.] 

PARIS, Feb. 11.—Col. Picquart said 
further: “I was struck with the re- 
semblance of Maj. Esterhazy’s hand- 
writing to that of the bordereau, and 
I submitted photographs to M. Ber- 
tillon and M. Paty du Clam, and the 
gentlemen declared that it was ex- 
actly the same. as that of the border- 
eau, adding: ‘The Jews would do 
anything in the world to procure that 
writing of Dreyfus.’ ’”’ 

M. Zola’'s carriage, on leaving the 
Palais de Justice, was followed by a 
knot of people, shouting ‘Death to 
Zola,’’ who could be heard through the 
carriage windows exclaiming “The 
cowards!” 

SHOOTING BEGINS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY nEPORT.] 

PARIS, Feb. 11.—There was a ri>tous 
demonstration on the Boulevard Sebas- 
topol at 8 o’clock this evening. The 
rioters crushed the windows of a Jew- 
ish store over which were the names 
of “Levy and Dreyfus.” During the 


disturbance a shot from a revolver was 
fired. 


ANOTHER MAYHEM CHARGE. 


A San Jose Woman Arrested for 
Complicity in the Crime. 

[ASSOQGIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN JOSE, Feb. 11.—Mrs. Plyler, wife 
of George F. Plyler, who was sentenced 
to fourteen years’ imprisonment for 
mayhem, the victim being Charles 
Harris, a Santa Cruz barber, was ar- 
rested at her home on Magnolia avenue 
this afternoon on a warrant from Santa 
Cruz. She is charged with complicity 
in the crime for which her husband, 
Bismarck Schoedde and Constable Har- 
veston were found guilty. It is the 
contention of the prosecuting officers 
that she was in the room at the time 
Harris was mutilated and either ac- 
tively or passively acquiesced in the 
commission of the crime. She is now 
in jail and will be taken to Santa Cruz 
tomorrow.
